WORKING FOR A CHARTER FOR A LOTTERY. 


Proposition to Establish a Gambling In- 
stitation in Quebec. 

Quesec, July 12. — |Special.) —Will- 
jam Van Slooten of New York, civil engi- 
neer, whose unhappy experiences with boodle 
members of the Quebec Legisiature during 
its last session have been already pubiished, 
is now in Quebec-for the purpose, it is said, 
of getting a lottery charter. Notwithstand- 
ing that there is here a Federal iaw prohib- 
iting lotteries, the Provincial Legislature 
has already mcorporated what it calls 
a colonization lottery scheme, and high 
as some of the boodlers come 
it would not cost a fraction ot the bribe that 
was offered the State of Louisiana to secure 
the desired charter from tne Province of 
Quebec. The promoters of this scheme are 
said to be not without hope that their posses- 
sion of a Canadian charter may enable them 
to make terms with the proprietors of the 
Louisiana concern, If che connection is 
made at all the Canadian lottery will prob- 
ably be nothing but a sideshow. 

The Quebec Art Urion company is said 
to be the titie of the scheme which provides 
for the paymentto the Province of Quebec 
of the modest sum of $10,000 per annum for 
educational purposes, the company to have 
legal existence and be exempt from all taxa- 
tion for forty years. It is openly stated that 
if Louisiana had refused to renew the lottery 
charter an effort would have been made to 
import the whole business into Canada. 


BURGLARS WERE FRIGHTENED. 


They Pounded a Servant with a Brick and 
Were ®hot At. 

Two burgiars created considerable excite- 
ment at Rhodes avenue and Thirty-second 
street early yesterday morning. They 
pounded a servant girl so that the family 
breakfast was delayed in consequence and 
got away, tardily pursued by a couple of bul- 
lets from a poorly-aimed pistol. 

The house entered was that of I. D. Roths- 
child, No. 3200 Rhodes avenue. The burglars 
raised a basement window about 2 o’clock 
and got into the kitchen, where the servant 
girl asleep. Une nose of their entrance 
awakened her, and when she took in the situ- 


~ation she 'screatied tustily. One of the rob- 
ders gave her a pat on tne head with a brick 


and she screamed still louder. Several more 
blows failed to silence her, and the burgiars, 
hearing a commotion up-stairs, ran off. 

Mr. Rothschild came down-stairs carrying 
a big revolver. He saw the burgiars making 
off as he reached the rear stoop and fired at 
them. Tha whole block was awakened by 
the shots, much excitement followed. 
The Stanton avenue patrol-wagon, which had 
been sent for, arrived with a load of blue- 
coats, but returned to the station without tne 
burglars. The servant girl had her head doc- 
tored. Her wounds are severe, but she man- 
aged to prepare a late breakfast. 


SEIZURE OF AN AM«RICAN SEALER. 


The Captain Claims She Is Held Without 
Good Cause. 

Port TOWNSEND, Wash., July 12.—[Special. } 
—Capt. Thomas of the North American Com- 
mercial company’s steamer Arago, which 
arrived this morning from Ounalaska, 
says that Capt. Mockler of the schooner 
Mattie C. Dyer was seized at Ounalaska June 
19. He claims that the vessel is heid without 
good grounds. He had anchored off Ouna- 
laska and went ashore to the custom-house 
and surrendered his papers, when Deputy 
Collector Edmunds, who is stationed there, 
seized his vessel. She was towed into har- 
bor and her guns and hunting paraphernalia 
and skins taken ashore. Capt. Mockler 
claims to be able to prove that he has not 
been. inside of Behring Sea, and says there 
is no evidence on which to hold his vessel. 
The revenue cutter Bear was at Ounalaska 
when the seizure was made. The Rush had 
not arrived up to a weekago. The British 
sealing schooner Harry Dennis also put into 
Ounalaska with a large number of skins 
aboard, but skipped out during the night 
without giving the authorities a chance to 
take her. Capt. Thomas says that all sealing 
vessels heard from had been making big 
catches. 


FIRST STEP TAKEN IN THE GREAT LINE. 


Ground Broken en the Railroad to Span 
Two Continents. 

Brownsvitiz, Tex., July 12.— The first 
practical step towards the great Pan-Amer- 
ican railway from North to South America 
has just peen taken here. Ground was 
broken for the Corpus Christi and South 
American railway. The first division is 150 
miles long and extends from the Rio Grande 
to Vorpus Christi, at which point it coanects 
with the railway systems of the United 
States. The Rio Grande is to be bridged 
from here to Matamoras, and the line ex: 
tended first o the City of Mexico, over a 
route several hundred miles shorter from St. 
Louis, Chicago, or New York than any exist- 
ing line. From Mexico City it continues 
south tothe Guatemalan line and beyond. 
at both ends of the 
first division, which will be completed in 
about nine months. The Mexican and United 
States authorities participated, and an inter- 
national salute was fired across the Rio 
Grande. : 


FREIGHT HANDLERS STRIKE AT TOLEDO. 


4& Move That May Result in Brakemen 
and Switchmen Going Ont. 

ToLepo, O., July 12.—The freight handlers’ 
strike took on a new phase today. The men 
of the Lake Shore and Wabash roads, the 
only ones yet out, joined the Federation of 
Labor. This, it is believed, will lead to 3 
strike of the brakemen and switchmen of the 
two roads, who belong to the federation. 
The roads have secured about nivety men to 


take the place of the 400 strikers. 
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VICTIMS OF THE TIOGA. 


ANOTHER EXPLOSION ON THE ILL- 
FATED STEAM PROPELLER, 


Two Members of the Wrecking Crew Sert- 
ously Barned—Six More Bodies Recov- 
ered from the Hold of the Vesse!—Largce 
Crowds of Spectators Watch the Work 
of the Rescaing Party—Identification of 
the Dead—Incidents of the Day. 

The petroleuni gas caused another explosion 
on the steamship Tioga at 10:30 o’clock last 
night, injuring these two men: 

HANS CHRISTIANSEN, a diver, employed by 
the Dunham Towing and Wrecking company. 

THOMAS JOHNSON, wrecking master for the 
Dunham Towing and Wrecking company. 

Ten minutes before the explosion seven 


men from the tug Mosher, which is engaged 


in pumping the water out of the hold of the 
Tioga, were aboard the steamship shifting 
the hose. Aftec they returned to the tug it 
was seen that the sucuon-pipe was not work-

ing well. Johnson and Christiansen returned 
to the Tioga with a lantern to examine the 
hose. 

The men climbed through the port and 
felt their way over the debris toward the 
hose. Suddenly a puff of fire shot up around 
them, accompanied by a slight detonation. 
The gas of the crude petroleum had caught 
fire from the lantern. The flames spread 
and the wreck blazed like a bonfire. 

The men so perilously situated rushed for 
the sides of the vessel. Johnson reached the 
second port on the side nearest the tug, his 
clothes blazing. He had neld the lantern. 
Christiansen’s clothing did not catch fire, 
soaked as it was with, water, and he made 
for the stern port and hung by his hands till 


rescued. 
Others Badly Frightened. 


Three other men who were on the Tioga at 
the time were so frightened that they jumped 
overboard. They survived both the fright 
and the bath, however. 

Supt. Sineiair of the Dunham crew mani- 
fested the utmost presence of mind. Jump- 
ing into a scow he pushed around to the 
stern of tne Tioga, umaccompanied, and res- 
cued Christiansen. Then he went to 
the side between the tug and 
the steamship and took in Johnson. 
Without hesitating he pushed across the 
river with the injured men to seek medical 
assistance, 

To protect their faces from exposure to the 
air each wore a piece of canvas, and attracted 
not a littie attention as they passed along the 
street, They at len 


where they were attended by Dr. Bausman. 
He was afraid Johnson would lose his right 
hand. Time would cure tne other burns. 
After their wounds were dressed Johnson 
was taken to his home, No. 465 Racine ave- 
nue, and Christiansen to Parkside. 

A watchman who looked into the hold 
through the flames said ne could see several 
human bodies, those of the victims of Friday 
night’s explosion, which had not yet been 
recovered. This is probable, as the water at 
that time was some eight feet lower than 
when the work of rescue stopped in the 
afternoon. 

A fire alarm was quickly turned in, and 
succeeding it a second alarm. A great quan- 
tity of water was pumped into we hold by 
the fireboat Geyser and tne fire-engines, and 
it will have to be pumped out again by the

Mosber, Fears were expressed that the fire 
might reach the petroleum in the hold before 
it could be extinguished and cause another 
explosion, but this contingency did not tran- 
spire.

Pamping Out Wreck. 

The tug Mosher was tied alongside ready 
to pump the water out of the hold. But be- 
fore this could be don@ the ‘ dead-eyes,”’ 
which had been open when the explosion oc- 
curred, and were now below the water line, 
had to be closed.

A gang of 
men was put at work removing the 
timbers and casks which wedged in the 
‘bodies. Most of the casks had to be broken 
with axes before they could be taken out. 

The first body was drawn up with a rope 
about4o’clock. It was that of a colored 
man, unclothed except for the shoes, and 
was horribly burned. A large proporuon of 
the crowd suddenly lost its interest in the 
affair and departed. 

The third body taken out was that of a 
white man, said to be Leuallie. It was un- 
clothed like the others, and for this reason 
serious doubt rests on the partial identifica- 
tion. : 

Six bodies were recovered between 4 and 
8 o’clock, when work was suspended on ac- 
count of darkness. 

Patients at the Hospital. 

Henry Witherspoon, who died at the hos- 
pital, suffered horribly from his wounds. He 
was a powerful colored man who recently 
came from the South, His body was hor- 
ribly burned from the waist up. 

There are still five patients at the hospital, 
only one of whom is colored. Robert Holli- 
day is anegro who came from the South 
with Witherspoon. He was not burned, but 
his arm was broken and he is terribly bruised. 
Two of the other patients are in an extreme- 
ly critical condition and may not live. One 
is David McNiell, who is thought to have a 
fracture of the spine. Yesterday a 
plaster cast was made for him. 
He is lying on a bed of plaster of Paris, and 
the physicians are waiting for developments. 
Thomas Emmett is seriously injured. A piece 
of his jaw was blown away. He was struck 
by the flying dépris. 

John Burke, who is bruised about the head, 
will recover. The case of George Haig is pe- 
culiar. He was struck on the head and ren- 
dered a raving maniac. A severe scaip 
wound has reduced his physical strength, 
and it is thought if he should recover he will 
scarcely regain bis senses. 

The Dunham Wrecking company will raise 
the Tioga. T. T. Morford, agent of the 
Union Line, says the boat will be sent at once 
to Buffalo to be repaired. The damage 
to the boat is not serious. 
The force of the explosion was apparently up- 
ward, and the hull is believed to be sound. 
The bulk-head between the fourth ana fifth 
compartments is perfectly secure,and the 
boat would not have sunk except for the 
water poured into it by the Geyser and that 
which ran in through open “dead eyes.” 


INDICTED ON HIS MOTHER’S TESTIMONY. 


The Son of the Ex-Postmaster of Boston 
Charged with Forgery. 

Boston, Mass., July 12—William Vinal 
Burt, a son of the late ex-Postmasier William 
L. Burt of Boston, was indicted for torgery 
today by the grand jury, his mother ur- 
nishing the evidence upon which the indict- 
ment was founded. He had been negoti- 
ating notes bearing his own and his moth- 
er’s names, and indorsed in some instances 
by his aunt, Mrs. C. B. Twitchell, for a year 
and a halt, and is said to have raised them 
about $13,000. The man who discounted the 
notes, Samuel Thompson, still believes them 
genuine. Steps will at once be made to find 
Burt and bring him to Massachusetts,

Guard. I would do this because there isa con- 
fusion in the public mind between what used to 
constitute the State militia and thé present Na- 
tional Guards. 

A locomouve hove into sight just then, 
be hke an untamed buffalo, and the 
Bishop rémarked: “ Let that locomotive get 
out of the way tirst. I can’t talk against the 
civilization of the nineteenth century.“ 
Whereupon the audience laughed. 

Now, gentlemen, resumed the speaker, I have 
some little knowledge of the old-fashioned mili- 
tary training days, and you will bear me witness 
that those days were altogether different from 
the days when these boys meet to Jearn and prac- 
tice the arts of war, In those earlier days the 
peopie drank more hard cider than they aid tac- 
tics. [Laughter.] If men will insist upon con- 
founding those men with the Nations! Guard of 
today we must have anew dictionary. The Na- 
tional Gpara of today is not the State militia of 
the past; the one was incomplete, the other is 
complete. Let me say to the men of this audi- 
ence that it is a fact that all citizens of the Re- 
public between the ages of 18 and 45 are liable to 
military duty. It is an unrepealed law of this 
Government, and is neariy 100 years old. The 
object of that law is to have the citizens of this 
Republic trained in the science of war. 

If it had been résponded to more liberally 
years ago and men had been trained as they 
might bave been trained it would have saved 
10,000 lives during the war and saved hundreds of 
millions of money during those four years of 
agony. There aresome among us today, some 
of the bravest men who ever battied for a coun- 
try. men who marched to the front and marched 
forever into history. [Applause] That im- 
perial State next to us on the north marched as 
fine a regiment all over the theater of the war 
whose Colonel knew nothing of the tactics of 
war and who used to give the order when enter- 
ing a fight in these worus: Go in boys! Get 
un and get! That was because some of us 
were pushed prematurely into the van. We 
knew nothing about military tactics when ye 
were takén from our school-rooms to do Dattie 
for our country. 

The Southern boys, on the contrary, knew 
something about tactics; in fact, they were the 
only boys who did know anything about military 
matters. I remember they used to train us 
when at school. I recall that in those days by 
the closest study and diligence I rose to the rank 
of first corporal. [Laughter.] But that was 
the right spirit—the training was good as far as 
it went. Governor of the State put 1,000 
brave men under my control at the beginning of 
hostilities and expected me to handle them ac- 
cording to the tactics. I was only one of a hun- 
dredor more officers similarly situated, but we 
did the best we could. Heaven only knows hoy 
we did it. Isaw our Southern friends had the 
advantage of us. The iron in tne soldier boys 
of the South was pitted against the iron 
in the boys of the North, but thé one was 
seasoned in the fires of experience and the other 
Was not. That was why we made the poor work 
of it in the start. Iam glad to say that these 
young mea before me, who are representatives 
of the National Guards of this grand State and 
of the Nation, are being trained in times of peace 
for the necessities of war. [Applause] 

Remember, I am no glorifier of war. ; 
ec 
tell you, Bishop Fallows, I hate war,“ said the 


grand old veteran, I do not forget what the 


great Captain of all Captains said 
to her Majesty Queen Victoria when asked if he 
would like to review the British army: “If 
there is anything on earth I don’t want 
to dee again u is a military review.” But I 
Delieve the best way to prevent future conflicts 
is to be prepared for them. We want the Na 
tional Guards in every State of the Usion—not 
an army of non-producers feeding upor the re- 
sources of the Government, but a standing army 
of citizen soldiers, men who in the different 
walks of life are doing their duties firmly and 
well. [Applause] I say the National Guard of 
America is composed of the National Guards of 
‘the different States of the Union. and that they 
are tne flower of the soldiery of the world. They 
represent self-determination, they represent 
self-righteousness, they represent self-respect, 
they represent intelligent obedienve to orders. 
Applause. Isay this inthe face of all the 
large armies of the world. 
The State Should Do Better. 

These men in the State of Illinois are your 
representatives and mine, for all of us are sub- 
ject to military duty, and these men represent 
us. I will not say they are our substitutes. I do 
mot like the word and never did. The great 
State of Illincis—that is, you and I—gives annu- 
ally $80,000 for the maintenance of these boys as 
National Guard; we give this much to secure 
us from military duty. That means a taxation 
upon every citizen of thirteen big copper cents 
per year.

The Building. 

The building has a frontage on Michigan 
avenue of 169 feet and on Sixteenth street of 
172 feet. It will be three stories high, and

Regiment. The height of the building will 
be seventy-five feet, thirty-five of which will 
be solid stone and the rest pressed brick 
with stone trimmings. The first floor will 
be one large room, the full dimensions 
of the building. The second floor will be 
divided into a banquet hail, livrary, and offi- 
cers’ quarters. The third floor will contain 
the squad rooms, addiwonal officers’ quarters, 


and toilet rooms. In the basement will de 


located the rifle ranges, lavatory, bowling 
alleys, Quartermaster' stores, engine rooms, 
and electric light plant. The roof will be 
supported by trusses, no columas or other 
possible obstructions to the floor privileges 
being used. The building will be lighted by 
a skylignt the entire length in the form of an 
interior court. If no obstacles are met with 
it is calculated that the great structure will 
be completed by the middle of February. 
When completed it wil! have cost over 8150. 
— in addition to the cost of the ground 
ease.

Citizens of Coldwater Do Henor to the 
Dead FProhibitionist.

A. B. Johason, O14 Timer. 

A. B. Johnson, one of Chicago’s pioneers, 
died at his home, No. 151 North Halsted 
street, from a paralytic stroke which he suf- 
fered about three weeks ago. He came to 
Chicago in 1837 from Norway, being then 14 
years old. He was the oldest Norwegian set- 
tler.

THE NEW ASSOCIATION OF RAIL 
noa CONDUCTORS FORMED, 
— ——— 


They Are Not in Favor of Strikes—Dissat- 


isfied with the Action of the 01d or- 
ganization — Clothing Cutters Locked 
Out—Not an Attempt to Make a Fight 
—Simply te Carry Out the By-Laws— 
The Difficalty May Be Arranged To- 
morrow. ° 


New Tonk. July 12.—[Special.}—A new 
organization of railroad conductors will prob- 
abiy be compieted at a meeting in the Cole- 
man House in this city tomorrow. 

Tune organization of the new association 
was brought about by what was done at the 
annual convention of the order of rail 
road conductors held last month in Roches- 
ter. The rules of the old association con- 
tained a clause which absolutely prohibited 
the members from engaging in a strike. For 
about three years the estern members 
have been trying to get that non-striking 
clause eliminated from the rules of the order, 
and this year wey succeeded in doing so by 
a vote of 210 to 66, thus making the associa- 
tion, itis asserted, a striking organization. 
As soon as that was accomplished the deie- 
gate from the Moses Taylor Division, No. 
168, which comprises the conductors on the 
Morris and Essex Division of the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western railroad, with- 
drew from the association. 

Al present the new order consists. of but 
two divisions, Moses Taylor No. 2, which 
comprises at present about fifty-five con- 
ductors on the Morris and Essex division of 
the Delaware, Lackawanna and Westera 
railroad (they took the same name as in the 
old association), and New Haven Division 
No. 1, comprising 101 conductors on the con- 
solidated Housatonic system. The list of 
officers will be completed at tomorrow’s 
meeting and a constitution and by-laws will 
be adopted. 


CLOTHING CUTTERs LOCKED OUT. 


The Object Is to Comply with a By-Law 
of the A«csov'ation. 

New York, July 12.—Over 2,000 clothing 
cutters and others of the Knights of Labor 
were locked out at noon in the shops of eight 
clothing manufacturers in this city. This 
course was decided upon by the cloth- 
ing manufacturers, to comply with 
one of the by-laws of the 
association, rather than for the purpose of 
precipitating a fight between the association 
and une Knights of Labor. The by-laws pro- 
vide that the association shall uphold any 
member in trouble with his employer, and 
this lockout isto comply with the by-laws in 
the case of S. Benjamin & Co., boycotted by 
the Knights of Labor. Ine locked-out men 
are expected to return to work Monday noon, 
after signing a certificate to ine effect that 
they do not belong to any organization.

Judge Moran, whois the other 
Judge of the Appellate Court, and who enjoys 
the highest reputation in Illinois tor the equity 
of his decisions, heid that there was material 
error to my predjudice committed in the pro- 
ceedings, and the decree should be reversed. 

There is an old statute in Illinois that when 
the Judges of the Appellate Court are equally 
divided the decree of the lower court sball re- 
main undisturbed. Hence the result of my ap- 
peal is that it will go to the October term of 
the Supreme Court at Ottawa, and will be de- 
cided early in the winter. 

Many prominent lawyers in Chicago agree that 
Judge Moran’s opinion will be an irresistible ar- 
gument in my favor. He says: “It is for 
the general advantage of society and 
of the parties directly interested that 
such cases should be speedily and 
finally determined, and this consideration 
should have due weight with a reviewing court; 
but 1 do not feel at liberty to go so far as to sus- 
tuin a Verdict obtained under erroneous rulings 
to save trouble, expense, and delay.“ 

He finds that radical error was committed, 
first in admitting questions of Datong one ex- 
travagance to my prejudice, and next in allow- 
ing witnesses to “usurp the functions of the 
ury and give mere opinions about the case. 

e adds: The appellant should not be com- 
pelled to rest under an adverse verdict on the 
issues made unless it results from atrial free 
from substantial error. It is impossible to con- 
clude that the errors pointed out would not affect 
the results, and I am therefore constrained to 
say that the verdict should be reversed and the 
case remanded for a new trial.“ 

Ch'cago a Composite City. 

The Rev. Lyman Abbott was interviewed 
today on his idea as to how Sunday should 
be kept, and said: In our country the popu- 
lauon is a composite one—partiy English 
and Puritanical. My opinion is that Sun- 
day games, excursions, and recreation 
generally among the poorer classes are 
fewer in this country than in Europe. 
Chicago is a composite city, as regards 
population, ana there is in consequence a 
composite class of Sunday observers. I doubt 
if there is any city in the United States, ex- 
cept New Orleans, where more open, rigor- 
ous non-observance is carried on, and I doubt 
if tere is any city in this country where 
more advantage is taken of the Sabbath to 
do earnest, vigorous, and progressive church 
and mission work at the same time.“ 


Good Time Made by the Cashing. 


The new torpedo boat Cushing sailed from the 
Brooklyn Navy-Yard Friday afternoon, bound 
for Newport, and on the trip proved to be the 
speediest vessel of her class in the world. She 
made the run between Brooklyn and New Lon- 
don, 120 miles, in four hours and forty-four min- 
utes, an average speed of 25.35 miles an hour for 
acontinuous run, whichis the best time ever 
made between this port and New London.

The other is a labor or- 
ganization and its headquarters are the 
Charles Sumner Railway Porters’ Associa- 
tion in Chicago. A majority of the members 
of the former belong to the latter. All the 
Western members belong to the Charlies 
Sumner associauon. For two days the 
brotherhood has been discussing a proposi- 
tion to give $100 to the labor organization. 
F today $25 was voted. The ns 
of the brotherhood are secret. 

„ Wat was all the trouvie about!“ a re- 
porter asked one of th» officers. He stated 
that the Western delegates had asked for 
assistance to the strike fund, which now 
amounted to $700. He said a strike would 
certainly be declared in a short time, and 
that the movement was in charge of the Chi- 
cago association. He advised tne delegates 
to oppose the strike, but tne Western men 
were ali for it and would not listen to him 
when he tried to tell them to go respectfully 
to the Superintendents and ask for an ad- 
vance in wages. A Philadelphia delegate 
aiso said that the Western porters were 
forcing the strike.

One of the men who have been active in 
organizing the porters in Chicago said last 
evening that there was no foundation for 
any talk of strike. If the Baltimore conven- 
mon decided on any such course it would 
st ana alone and would not have 
the support of the great majority 
of the porters. The intention was to hold a 
convention in this city the latter part of 
August, when an organization would be 
formed. At present the porters were not or- 
ganized, and any attempt to better their con- 
dimon by concerted action involving a pos- 
sible strike must fail, because it would be 
premature. Nothing could be accomplished 
without organization. 

The breach between the Culinary Alliance 
and the Chicago Waiters’ League is wi-ien- 
ing. A special meeting was held by the 
league last evening at which the efforts of 
William C. Pomeroy, President of the al- 
liance, to keep up the impression that his or- 
ganization represented all the waiters in the 
city was discussed. Some ill-teeling was 
created by a rumor that Pomeroy wanted to 
use his prominence in the late colored wait- 
ers’ strike to be g candidate for the Legis- 
lature on the Republican ticket. The report 
could not be authenticated. 

The league adopted a resolution charging 
that Pomeroy was making capital out of the 
former connection of the Waiters’ League 
with the Culinary Alliance, which oonnec- 
tion was only detrimental to the league; 
that he was boistering up an organizawon of 
less than 100 members by claiming. the 
membership of the league amounted to 
800. Pomeroy had insulted the league by 
calling its members “scabs” and “black- 
legs.“ It was therefore resolved that mem- 
bers of the Waiters’ League should not work 
with waiters belonging to the Culinary Al- 
hance, and a committee of five was appointed 
to see that the resolution is carried out. 

This means a trial of strength between the 
two rival organizations, aud is liable to give 
restaurant men much annoyance.. It may 
lead to wholesale resignations or, where the 
league members have a majority, to strikes, 
for the purpose of forcing the dismissal of 
members of the alliance.

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HE TIN CUP. 
A COLORADO MINE THAT Is EX- 
Forno TO TUBN OUT MILLIONA, 


An Abandoned Property That Is Likely to 
Prove the Richest in the World, Pur- 
chased by Its Present Owners for s Song 
on the Supposition That It Was Merely 
an Iron Deposit-How the Discovery 
Was Made. z 

Sr. Exmo, Colo., July 12.—[Special.|—The 
Tin Cup mining region, which for a long 
time has been perhaps one of the dullest 
camps in Colorado, has suddenly become one 
of the greatest mining camps in the worid. 
McCormick & Lewis of Gunnisoa pur- 
chased an abandoned property in Union 
Park, known as the Wali lode, for a very 
small sum, supposing at the time that it was 
on iron deposit and would become valuable 
in the future, but wishing to ascertain me 
value of their property they put men at work 
on it who discovered the vein of gold quartz. 
In many pieces of rock in the same vein 
could be found free gold in great quantities. 
Visitors to the mine pick up very valuable 
pieces of roc from the dump containing free 
gold. These were thrown away by tne for- 
mer owner of the property as of no value. 
The ore will average $1,000 per ton, while 
quantities of iron run from ten to twenty- 
five feet thick and assay from $15 to $30 in 
goid. The situation summed up is as follows: 

if the streak or veins discovered is con- 

tinuous on to its dip to the usual extent of 
contact veins there is more gold in that camp 
than any ever discovered in une world since 
the davs of the Cherry Creek excitement. 
Last evening the vein lay exposed eighteen 
feet in thickness, the bottom ten feet being 
iron manganese, the upper eight feet being 
free gold bearing quartz. The quartz is light 
colored, and small particles of gold are vis- 
ible to the eye scattered through the rock. 

The latest returns received from assays on 
the iron ore sent out from the camp to be as- 
sayed were $28 per ton in gold. During the 
last few days large numbers of people have 
passed through for Tn, Cup, goingſto we new 
mine. Properties liable to be jumped are 
closely watched. 

The Denver and Rio Grande railway has 
had a road laid out for many years from its 
Crested Butte branch to Tin Cup, and it 
bas a gang of surveyors in ihe fiela. The 
Union Pacific is also watching the course of 
events carefully, and should the vein con- 
tinue better railroad facilities will be speed- 
ily furnished for the transportauon of the 
ore. The amount of ore already taken out of 
the mine will net $100,000, and it has only 
been opened a trifle over a week. 

Large quantities of supplies are being 
taken over the range to Tin Cup and 
buildings to rent are getting scarce. A 
weekly newspaper called the Siar, it is re- 
ported, will soon be issued. Prominent min- 
ing-men from abroad have already gone over 
and invested in such properties as are offered 
for sale, and prospecting parties are being 
sent out by citizens living ata distance. Ev- 
erybody will wait and see how the vein 
on the Wall lode turns out, and it will bea 
week or ten days before it can be ascertained 
if the streak is continuous. The ownersoof 
the property are jubilant, and their daily op- 
erations are constantly watched. The vein 
has gradually increased in value, and there 
seems to be no doubt that a genuine vein has 
been tapped, and not a deposit. 

The town is crowded with strangers, and 
claim jumpers arrive daily, and it may be 
that there will be some frouble among the 
miners for locations.

But.“ said he, I 
haven't that sortof courage. lam not afraid 
otherwise of man or devil, and I could 
mount the scaffold just like this, illustrating 
it by arising to hig feet, with arms in pin- 
ioned posiuon, head erect, and walking with 
a Urm, soldier-like step across the parlor, 
“Gentlemen, I would sooner 7 to the gal- 
lows than to the penitentiary for life. r. 
Stough,“ said he, I am telling the candid 
truth; if I get a hfe sentence I will do away 
with myself before I go up.” 

Again referring to the house he said: “ On 
the firet visit the old lady asked, ‘What 
do you want, Charlie!“ ‘What?’ said I. 
‘What do you want?’ she repeated. Then 
I said ‘nothing,’ The nigger cut the slit in 
the screen-door. 1 had the bottle of chloro- 
form. Then I saw the pooroid lady get up 
and lock the screen-doors, and at sight of 
the innocent woman we retired, and I wanted 
to drop the job. If I nad known Decker was 
disabled no biow would have been struck. 
Williams didn’t use the chloroform right. 
He knew nothing about the drug. I would 
have used it differently. I can find you four 
or five more bottles of chloroform, some mor- 
phine, and three revolvers which we se- 
creted near the house. 

‘When we weat in the second time I 
lighted the nigger to Decker’s bedroom, then 
I put the candie under my hat—the lining is 
burned from the effecte—the nigger then 
went through a wardrobe and found Decker’s

This pair of Californians were made 
favorites ateven money. The next choice was 
Palestine on account of his victory in the Ken- 
wood Stakes ear in the meeting, although he 
carried a five-pound 2 * for winning. There 
was a strong play on the Stone Stable's entry, 
Kingsman and Sister Linda, both of whom had 
won races. Any sort of odds were obtuinable 
against the rest, as good as 12 to 1 offered 
against the McGuigan pair, Chimes and Dundee. 
Senator George Hearst's colors were seen on J. 
B. and Anarchist, but 20 to 1 was quoted against 
them. The Baldwin colt El Carmen was entered 
to start at the last hour, as were Mirabeau and 
the Hearst pair. Pike“ Barnes was up or El 
Carmen, but the bookies unhesitatingly chalxed 
up 15 to 1 opposite his name. 


Rinfax’s Great Race. 


There was a long and tedious delay at the post. 
The youngsters were skittish and Mirabeau. 
Dundee, and El Carmen were inclined to be 
stubborn. Forty minutes elapsed before Starter 
Sheridan got them all moving together, and 
when he tapped the drum there was a solid 
bunch of horses all in stride, the last to get 
away being El Carmen. During the worry 
at the post the Undine Stable’s air 
had behaved remarkably well and kept well up 
in the front rank. When the flag fell both Rin- 
fax and Homer were in good positions in front, 
with High Tariff and Balgowan next, and the 
rest close up, and all lapped. In less than a fur- 
long Rinfax had opened up daylight between 
himself and his stable mate Homer, High Tariff 
and Dundee being next in order. Before the 
lower turn was rounded Rinfax had increased his 
lead to nearly two open lengths, and the weaker 
ones behind him were beginn to scatter and 
trail along like cart horses. Still galloping through 
the mud Rinfax came up to the head of the 
stretch two full lengths ih front of Homer, and 
Dundee and Kingsman were plodding along 
about a length benind There was nothing 
else in the race as they straightened out for the 
wire. It was plain that Riofax was immeasur- 
ably superior to everyth else in the race. 
With an oaay, long stride he came up 
the straight, Homer following along without 
much effort, and the others were strung out for 
a sixteenth of a mile or more. Kingsman was 
making a gallant effort to close up 4 gap be- 
tween himself and Homer, but the going was 
terrible and he had a bard job. The Undine 
pair came along with nothing but Kingsman 
near enough to holloa at, and won about as they 
pleased, Rinfax first by two lengths, Homer 
second, one length in front of Kingsman.. The 
rest came along at intervals, National, the $7,000 
colt, being fourth, and El Carmen and Marietta 
wofully bringing up the rear. The stake is worth 
68.850 to tne winner, the second horse getting 
$750, and the third $250. 7 

Rinfax, the handsome chestnut colt that won 
this event, is undoubtedly as high class a 2-year- 
old as any in the country. He is big and stron 
like all the California-bred animals, and is own 
by Tom Williams, proprietor of the Undine 
stables. Rinfax is by Argyle out of the imported 
mare Amelia. His sire was by Monday, dam 
Cuba, by imported Australian. mare Amelia 
was by Lowlander, and was imported to this 
country by Senator Stanford. 


Other Events of the Day. 


The first race on the card was between Dr. 
Nave and Jack Murray at @mile, and on ac- 
count of Barnes being upon the latter he was 
made a 3 to 5 favorite, while 6 to 5 could be had 
against Dr. Nave. They ran nose and nose until 
within twenty-five yards of the wire, when little 
Britton by a supreme effort fairly lifted Dr. 
Nave, and be got his nose in front and in spite 
of Barnes’ desperate finish managed to keep the 
lead to the wire. 

For the second event, a mile and a furlong, 
eight fair performers went to the pos 
with Cecil B. an even money favorite 
and Jed second choice.

The 
gourt has heard sufficient to make up its 
Then, turning to the jury, he rap- 
idly delivered his charge, instructinggit that 
under the law the verdict must be for the de- 
fendant. Indignation at being again com- 
manded to sit dewn conflicted in Mr. Harri- 
son’s breast with the sense of triumph at 
having won a famous case, and the combina- 
tion proved too much for his Arctic coolness. 
He sat down to think about it. 

Thus, in a little court-room, a skirmish 

fought so quietly and sb quickly that not more 
thao a dozen men noted anything unusual be- 
gun à personal quarrel that has already made 
considerable political history and is likely to 
furniso as much more in the future. The 
battle occurred over the somewhat celebrated 
Brownlee liquor case in January, 1876, when 
Judge Gresham sat upon the United States 
District bench and Benjamin Harrison was 
@ practicing attorney and already one of 
the most prominent Republicans of 
Iodiana. The characteristic of Judge 
Gresham on the benen has always 
been that -he is the court, and that 
attorneys, in bis estimation, are simply at- 
torneys, entirely regardless of their stand- 
ing or that ot their clients. Remarkabiy 
ready in getting atthe’ core of the question 
in controversy and promptin reaching his 
conclusions, he brooks no irrelevant diver- 
sions by attorneys and is impatient of 
further argument after his mind is made 
up. More than one prominent lawyer has 
suffered.a humiliating sense of wounded 
dignity from his curt and decisive orders. 
it is related that upon one occasion 
Tuomas A. Hendricks, at that ume easily 
the leader of the Indiana bar and the 
most prominent. political figure in the 
National Democracy, had prepared the foren- 
siceffortof his life for delivery in Judge 
Gresham’s court. He tad no more than 
fairiy launcned it when quietly and in a mat- 
ter-ol-fact way he was told to sit down, as 
the court had reached its conclusion. Ben- 
jamin Harrison had suffered from this sort 
of thing, and had determined to seize the 
Urst opportunity to make a stand for his 
rights. He seized the opportunity, but it re- 
ceived so peculiar and unexpected a twist in 
his hands that he did not know exactly how 
to hold it, and let go. While the triumph of 
winning bis suit soon wore off, the humilia- 
tion of his failure to maintain his rights con- 
tinued to rankie, and, as always bappens in 
such cases, every new contact of the two 
men served to increase the antagonism. 


II. 

The encounter in the court-room precip- 
itated and intensified in a personal way a 
growing political antagonism. It was im- 
possible in tne nature of things that two 
men of nearly the same age, with the same 
ambition, owing allegiance to the same 
party, possessed of certain high abilities, 
and yet so diametrically opposite in charac- 
ter and methods, should dwell together in 
harmony in one State. 

Gresham is aggressive, active, somewhat 
impuisive, and careless of personal conse- 
quences when performing any duty or pur- 
suing any measure that he believes to be 
right. He was marked for future political 
referment when he fought his way into the 
Lemalatare of 1802, wiping outa large aud 
time-honored Democratic majority in Harri- 
son County by we force of his personal pop- 
viarity. That happened ata time when par- 
tisan tooling in Indiana; and particularly in 
the southern part of the State, was more in- 
tense than it ever was before or has 
been since, whichis saying a great deal. 
Gresham was made Chairman of the Military 
Committee—the most important place in the 
House and ope that naturally threw him into 
very close relawons with Gov. Morton. It 
soon developed that he had a large mind, un- 
limited independence and courage in main- 
twaiding his conyichons. Morton was the 
monarch and idol of the Indiana Republic 
ans, but Gresham soon proved an unruly 
subject. Therefore, when he expressed a 
desire for service in the field, Morton very 
gladly appointed him to the Colonelcy 
of a regiment and sent him to the 
front. His record for bravery there is a 
matter of histery. There he came into per- 
sonal coutact with Grant, a fact that had 
everthing to do with his future political 
career. He won the attention and admira- 
won of the silent soldier, and on the eld a 
strong personal triendship was .cemented 
that ended ouly in the death of Grant. As 
soon as Gresham haa partiy recovered from 
the wound that sent him home he made the 
race for Congress against Kerr in à district 
tha. was hopelessiy Democratic and was de- 
feated. Two years later, while still on 
crutches, te,consented to make the race 
again and was egain defeated. 

As soon as Grant became President. he of- 
fered Gresham in turn the offices of Internal 
Revenue Collector and of District-Attorney 
of Indiana, both of which were declined. 
nen when a vacancy occurred upon the 
district bench it was immediately tendered 
him and accepted. During all this time he 


| had mingled little in State politics. The ma- 


chine was entirely in Morton’s hands, and, as 
‘membership in the ring depended upon bend- 
ing the knee to Morton, Gresham preferred 
to stay out. 

President Harrison is a different kind of 
man. Cold, calm, calculating, a caroful stu- 
dent of persons and events. his conduct is as 
thoroughly dependert upon his excellent 
judgment as Gresham is upon his excellent 
conscience. He possesses quick intelligence 
and great strength in debate, and has to 
a remarkable degree the rare ability to 
gauge accurately popular sentiment. Yet. 
even his best friends will not. claim that he 
has in his make-up any of that sympathetic 
magnetism that brings men close to their 
fellows. Until he went into the Waite House 
oniy one man ever got close to him, and that 
one was his law partner, Miller. It is doubt- 
ful now if his private secretary, Mr. Hal- 

„Tord, knows him much better than ne did 
during the campaign, when the acquaintance 
resembled a business partuership much more 
nearly than it did a persona! friendship. 

Harrison’s abilities gained bim early prom- 
inence, and at the time that Gresham came 
into the Legislature he was made reporter of 
the Supreme Court, an exceeding|y lucrative 
sipecure. When the war began

wear itself out. He was too wise to 

seek ap opeg fight with Morton, but he found 
to devote himself entirely to 


again favorea by the machine. Gresham’s 
friends brougkt their candidate forward for 
the same nonor, thus dividing the Republic- 
an forces in the ve campaign. Har- 
rison’s supporters believed then that Gresh- 
am knew he had no chance of winning, 
but simply acted as an obstruction, en- 
dangering the party’s chances of carrying 
the State. Gresham’s friends withdrew 
his name shorty after the election, 
without contesting the point in the Leg- 
islature. On the other hand Gresham’s 
friends assert that he made the race in 
Carnest, and that when the Legislature was 
elected and canvassed they saw that Har- 
rison had it and withdrew their candidate to 
insure complete harmony lu the Presidential 
campaign then in full blast. 

Having won the victory Harrison was con- 
tent, until five or six months later it became 
noised about that Gresham was to be Secre- 
tary of the Interior in Gartiela’s Cabinet. 
This would never do, of course, and a crowd 
of Harrison retainers, headed by Congress- 
man Tom Browne, at once called upon Gar- 
Held and entered a strong protest. They de- 
clared that Gresham always bad been an 
opponent of the party organization in Indi- 
ana, and condemned his course in the State 
campaign a few months before. They de- 
clared that his recognition would disgust 
every loyal worker in the State and disrupt 
the party. Se heavy pressure was thus 
brought to bear that Gresham’s name was 
rubbed off the slate, and there is a well-au- 
tnenticated legend to the effect that Gar- 
fiela turned about and offered the portfolio 
to Harrison. Under the circumstances Har- 
rison did not feel greatly flattered, for it 
was manifestly impossible for nim to accept 
without displaying the fact that personal 
antagonism had caused the protest against 
Gresham. This incident dignified what thus 
far haa been a rivairy between two politi- 
cians into a fierce factional war. Gresham’s 
friends soon learned why Gresham was not 
appointed, and bitterly resented what they 
termed neediess interference. 

These two successes had the natural effect 
of magnifying Harrison’s self-esteem, and as 
he was in a position to Control the Federal 
patronage of the State he believed it was 
time for him to control the machine whicao 
for tne last four years had controlled him. 
He began to carry a higher hand and some- 
times refused to bow to the behbests of the 
home politicians in distributing the spoils, 
displaying the inclination that has marked 
his Presidential career of taking care of his 
family and personal friends. Thus, before 
he had been a year in the Senate a serious 
quarrel had developed between himself and 
tne machine, ana Porter had taken his place 
as the party favorite. 

Then came the death ot Garfield, the ele- 
vation of Arthur, ana a new distribution ail 
around. When Arthur, true to his Stalwart 
connections, sought out Gresham and heaped 
honors upon his head, every successive ap- 

intment was a poisoned arrow to Harrison. 

e was not consulted in the selection of 
Arthur’s Cabinet, and the appointment of 
Gresham as Postmaster-General came to him 
as a doubly bitter surprise, for it at once 
took out of his hands the whole of the Fed- 
eral patronage for Indiana. 

Here was Gresham’s great opportunity, 
but be was nota practical politician. Har- 
rison was already out with the bome ring 
and out with the Administration. Had 
Gresham conceded something to the ma 
chine hecould easily have brought it to his 
side and probably could have turned Harri- 
son down for good. But he did not. 
His independence was as uncompromis- 
ing as ever, end he left some Demo- 
crats in office, went out of the ranks of 
politics for other appointees, and gave a 
series of tingling but not magnetic shocks 
to the “organization.”” He clashed with 
Harrison as much as he did with the ma 
chine, and there wasa “monkey and par- 
rot time all around. Asa natural result of 
all this friction the Republicans drop 
their grip on‘Indiana and lost the State injlss 
Gresham was promoted to the Treasury port- 
folio by Arthur, and later was towed into 
safe harbor on the Circuit bench, while Har- 
rison was retired to private life when his 
term expired in 1886. He returned to the 
practice of law, and began at once to 
straighten out his relations with the State 
politicans. The duties of Gresham’s office 
having taken him to Chicago as a place of 
residence, he became a less familiar figure in 
Indiana, and his following dwindled rapidly, 
as he himself encouraged the behef that he 
was out of politics. 


IV. 

In the meantime changes had taken place 
in the party organization in Indiana, and 
John C. New, with his newspaper, was in al- 
most absolute control. Harrison shrewdly 
began to cultivate Elijah Halford, the editor 
of the Journal ana New’s chief adviser. 
Witbin a year’s time Halford had brought 
the two into close relations and had con- 
ceived the idea that Harrison would make a 
first-rate Presidential candidate. Work was 
immediately begun, and by the early spring 
of 1888 party leaders throughout toe State 
were pretty well convinced of Harrison’s 
availability. 

Just at the time when Harrison was retir- 
ing from the Senate the great labor disturb- 
ances of 1886 and 1887 occurred, and 
Gresham played a partin them that brought 
his name more prominently and tavorably 
before the country than ever before. News- 
papers here and there throughout both East 
and West began to suggest bim as an ex- 
cellent Presidential dark horse, ano the 
Gresham boom, organized in Chicago, soon 
spread through Illinois and Wisconsin and 
began to make itself felt in Indiana. Thus it 
seemed fated that the rivals should clash 
again. Gresham’s friends in Indiana were 
soon aroused into activity and began to 
contest for the National delegations from 
almost every district in the State. Then fol- 
lowed a sharp struggle, all the more intense 
and bitter because it had to be carried on 
while party leaders and workers were trying 
to preserve the outward appearances of har- 
mony. Such a fight could have but one end. 
Gresham had ceased to be an Indiana man. 
Harrison bad the machine, and in the State 
where machine politics has reached a higher 
state of development than it ever did, even 
in New York under Van Buren and the Al- 
bany regency, the machine naturally won. 
Harrison went before the Chicago conven- 
tion of 88 as Indiana’s candidate. 

By virtue of John C. New’s generalship 
the nomination fell to him as a compromise 
candidate, and he had scored one more vic- 
tory in the great rivalry of his life. Harri- 
son was doubtiess highly elated when he was 
elected, but 1t is doubtful if he feit half the 
elation over defeating Cleveland that he did 
over beating Gresham in the Chicago conven- 
tion. Having nominated Harrison John C. 
New did more than any one Man towards 
carrying Indiana for him ia the campaign 
that followed. Nelson Huston was little bet- 
ter than a head as Chairman of the 
state Executive Committee. New and Edi- 
tor Halford were the men who directed the 
work, and Harrison consulted them almost 
daily upon his own line of conduct. 

After the election came a change. Harri- 
son closed up like on oyster, and took mat- 
ters in bis own hanas, as he had done before 
when he reached the Senate. In making up 
his Cabinet and outlining his policy, though 
he was perfectly willing to listen WwW all the 
advice that was given him, he systematically 
left his advisers in the dark as to his in- 
tentuons. Doubtiess New never expressed 
any preference regarding his own reward, 
but Harrison understood very well, as did 
almost everybody else in Indianapolis, that 
tne of his ambition was the 
Treasury portfolio, His services 
certainly entitled him to the 
best that Harrison had to give, and be was 
peculiarly fitted by his experience as Treas- 
urer of the United States and his ening as 
a banker to fill this position. In fact Har- 
rison did at one time intimate to him that 
he had him on the slate for the Treasury, but 
later changed his mind on the plea of the 
difficulty of taking care of ali Indiana’s

Must start outside of Iadiana. Harrison has 
astutely moided the machine to fit his own 
hands. New has been sent to London and 
Porter to Izaly.

Michener has been left as 
nominal head of the party organization 
here, but he works almost entirely upon 
direction from Washington. Such tactics 
undoubtedly have weakened the organization 
here, but they also have squelched all possi- 
bility of a revolt against Harrison. Unques- 
tionably he will go into the convention of '92 
with the Indiana delegauon at his back. 


JONATHAN LEAD; IN THE FOURTH. 


Taylor Ahead of Newberry in the Con- 
gressional Race, 

Jonathan B. Taylor seems to have had the 
best of it at the Democratic primaries in the 
Fourth Congressional District yesterday. He 
certainly secured more pledged delegates 
than Gen. Newberry, his principal compet- 
itor. It is intimated that a little conversa- 
tion Gen. Newoerry had with a delegation 
of Democrats Thursday accounts for Tayior’s 
success. Gen. Newberry, who is a wealtby 
man, said to the delegation: I'll pay my 
assessment if nominatea and the legiti- 
mate expenses of a campaign, but I'll 
be Andrew-Jacksoned if 1 pay a dollar 
to touchers.” The delegation thereupon 
withdrew, and the members have saia since 
that Gen. Newberry’s name is “ Dennis.” 
He carried the Twenty-fourth Ward delega- 
tion yesterday and will get some votes from 
the Twenty-second and the Twenty-third, 
possibly scattering votes elsewhere. 

Mr. Taylor, on the other band, carried the 
Twenty-first Ward, has six out of seven dele- 
gates in the Twentieth, the entire delegation 
from the Twenty-sixth, and claims the 
Evanston delegates, though they may go to 
Henry D. Lioyd if he is a candidate.

THE SULTAN OF TURKEY AT HOME. 


How He Manages His Immense Household 
and How He Kata. 

It is estimated that over 6,000 persons are fed 

daily at his Dolma Bagtché palace when the 

Sultan is there. One who claims to be well 


informed gives a graphic picture of the Sul 


tan’s housekeeping in the Leisyre Hour. He 
admits that it is clear that there is good 
executive ability ia the management 
of this enormous household, for there 
is scarcely ever a jar or hitch, even 
under the impulse of the most untime- 
ly demands. Every different department 
is under the control ofa person who is di- 
rectly responsible for that, and he has a corps 
of servants and slaves under his orders, who 
obey him only, and he is subjectto the Treas- 
urer of the Household. omen have no 
voice whatever in the management of any- 
thing in any department. Their sole occupa- 
tion is to wait upon their respective mistress- 
es or to serve the Sultan insome specified 
capacity, and the labor about tne palace is so 
subdivided that no one works very hard ex- 
cept the Lord High Chamberlain and Treas- 
urer of the Household. 

The Treasurer of the Household has the 
burden of the housekeeping on his burly 
shoulders, and has an organized force of 
buyers who are each charged with the pur- 
chase of certain supplies for their individual 
departments, each paying bis helpers, serv- 
ants, and slaves. One man is charged with 
the duty of suppiying all the fish, and, as to 
furnish fish for at least 6,000 persons is no 
light undertaking in a place where there are 
no great markets such as there are in other 
large cities, he has to have about twenty men 
to scour the various small markets and buy 
of the fishermen, and each of these men has 
two others to carry the fish they buy. 

About ten tons of fish a week are required. 
There are nearly 18,000 pounds of br eaten 
daily, for the Turks are large bread-eaters, 
and this is all baked in the enormous ovens 
situated at some distance from the palace. 
The food for the Sultan is cooked by one 
man and his aids, and no others touch it. 
It is cooked in silver vessels, and when done 
each kettie is sealed by a slip of paper and a 
stamp, and this is broken in the pres- 
ence of the Suitan by the High Chamber- 
lain, who takes one spoonful of each sepa- 
rate kettle before the Sultan tastes it. This 
1s to guard against poison, The food is al- 
most always served up to the Sultan in the 
same vesseis in which it is cooked, and these 
are often of gold, but when of baser metal 
the kettle is set into a rich golden beil-shaped 
holder, the handie of which is hela bya 
slave while the Sultan eats, The Sultan

Have Ne Effect on the Appsarition—it 
Enters Houses in the Vicinity of  Quak- 
er Cemetery, Where It Mekes Its Head- 
quarters — Everybody Afraid but the 
Gravedigger. 

Philadelphia Times; For the last three 
weeks the residents of the southern part of 
Camden, in the vicinity of the cemetery at 
Haddenfiela pike and Walnut street, have 
been terrorized by a Quaker ghost, which 
frequents the cemetery and meeting 
house. | 

Men as well as women have been scared 
into hysterics by this uncanny specter, and 
the utmost excitement prevails in the pneigh- 
borhood. Husbands are afraid to go away 
from their homes at night, doubting the safe- 
ty of the family. Colored folks do not go out 
after dark, and children are not allowed by 
their parents to play in the Quaker yard. 
Just mention the ghost to them and they are 
only toe willing to remain indoors, 

The ghost was first seen Monday night two 
weeks ago by Samuel Harris, a young cab- 
man, who lives at No. 101 North Second 
street. He was out walking with a young 
woman that night, and when in front of the 
Quaker meeting-house the couple sat down 
on the grass for arest. While there Harris 
beard a slight noise behind him and looking 
around was horrified to see a ghost. He de- 
scribed it as being about six feet tall and 
slightly stooped. The apparition seemed to 
be a figure enveloped in a large, white sheet, 
ana looked like a Quaker. As soonas he 
could collect his senses de jumped up and, 
taking hold of the young girl’s hand, started 
to run. After he had gone a few yards he 
halted and turned around only to find the 
ghost-like specter a short distance behind. 

He stopped, and drawing à revolver from 
his pocket called to the phantom to halt. Just 
then his girl fell to the ground in a faint 
and he devoted his efforts toward reviving 
her. This he finally succeeded in doing and 
they started for the girl’s home at No. 526 
Cedar street, by the way of Mt. Ephraim 
vike. They had gone as far as tne Browning 
road unmolested and had began to talk about 
their escape from the ghost, when the girl 
happened to look up, and screamed, There's 


the ghost!“ * 

Harris quickly pulled his revolver and, 
taking deliberate aim, fired at the figure, 
which was about twenty feet away from 
them, but, when the smoke cleared away, no 
signs of the ghost could be seen, 

George parks Sees the Spook. 

A similar experience was met with by 
young George Sparks, who lives at No. 217 
Benson street, who was out during last Tues- 
day night. He said that while returning 
from Haddonfield in a carriage and when 
nearly opposite the gates of the cemetery a 
phantom-l ke object glided swiftly out into 
the middle of the road and began to turn 
round and round on its feet. Tne horse shied 
back and would have overturned the car- 
riage if Sparks had not jumped out and 
caught him by the head, The ghost was 
standing in tne middle of the road, not tive 
feet ahead of him. 

Says Sparks: 

„I grabbed my whip and sprang toward 
the specter, but bad not taken two steps 
when I was overcome by some mysterious 
zeeling which made me powerless to move. 
I stood staring at the object before me when 
suddenly the phantom disappeared and I was 
rudely shaken on the shoulder by an officer 
who asked me what was the matter. ‘ The 
ghost! we ghost!’ I gasped out, he has par- 
alyzed me.’ 

„% The officer, who was a big, tall man, be- 
gan to laugh out loud, and whea he had fin- 
ished his fit of merriment, said: Why, you 
—— fool, that’s the old Quaker ghost. He 
won't harm you. He's all the time prowling 
round here.’ 

“After I had finished taiking with the of- 
cer I started for Sam Davis’ livery-stable 
and then went home. I took a vow that I'd 
never go by that cemétery again, and you can 
see Inaven’t got over the shock yet, can’t 
youf” Sparks looked to the reporter as if he 
had seen half a dozen ghosts of some sort. 


Mrs. Meeres Experience. 


The ghost has also been seen by Mrs. Ed- 
ward Moore, who lhyés at No 12 Diamond 
street, Coxtown, a small portion of South 
Camden, which is directly opposite the 

unker meeting-house. She stated that last 

hursday night she put her two children to 
bed about 8 o’clock, and followed herself 
about an hour later. She then told her ex- 
perience: 

“I nad heard of the ghost, and, indeed, 
saw it several times when I was returning 
home from the store, and lalways keep the 
children in after dark. I alsosecure the doors 
and windows good and tight before retiring. 
Well, Thursday night, as it was very warm, I 
raised the window in the children’s room and 
put a mosquito-netting in me frame. About 
2 o’clock in the morning I Was awakened by 
something which I kong was a hand being 
run across my face and 1 Jumped up in a sit- 
ting posture. 

As I did sol glanced toward the foot of 
the bed arid there I saw the dreaded Quaker 
ghost. I opened my mouth to scream for 
help, but was unable to do s. My tongue 
seemed to cleave to the roof of my mouth. A 
strange feeling passed over me, the same as 
I had experienced once before when I was 
mesmerized in a hall.

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Israelites when they did not furnish the re- 
quired number of bricks which they were 
compelled to make every day. 

In ancient times the Romans carried whip- 
ping as a punishment farther than any other 
nation, and their judges were surrounded 
with an array of divers kinds of whips well 
calculated to affright tne offender who might 
be brought before them. The mildest form 
of whip wasa flat leather strap called the 
ferula, and one of the most severe was the 
flagellum, which was made of plaited ox 
hide and almost as hard as iron. 

Not only was flagellation in various forms 
used as a judicial punishment, but it was also 
a common practice to punish slaves by the 
same means. The Roman ladies were greater 
offenders and even more given to the prac- 
tice of whipping their slaves than the men, 
for in the reign of the Emperor Adrian a 
Roman lady was banished for tive years for 
undue cruelty to her siaves. The practice 
of whipping was in fact 80 prevalent 

it furnished Plautus, in several 
cases, with incidents for his plots. Thus, in 
his Epicidus,” a slave, who is the principal 
character in the play, concludes that his mas- 
ter has discovered all his schemes since he 
saw him in the morning purchasing a new 
scourge at the shop where they were sold. 

From ancient times the use of whipping 
can be traced through the Middle Ages down 
to, comparatively speaking, more modern 
times, when it is easier to find records of the 
use of the rod. 

In Queen Elizabeth’s time the whipping- 
post was an established institution in aimost 
every village in Eagland, the municipai rec- 
ords of the time informing us that the usual 
fee to the executioner for administering the 
punishment was four pence a head.” In 
addition to whipping being thought an ex- 
cellent corrective for crime, the authorities 
of a certain town in Huntingdonshire must 
have considered the use of the lash as a sort 
of universal epecific as well, for the corpora- 
tion records of this town mention that they 
paid 8 pence ‘‘to Thomas Hawkins for whip- 
ping two peopie who had thé small-pox.“ 

In France and Holland whipping does not 
seem to have been so generally practiced. 
The last woman who was publicly whipped 
in France by judicial decree was Jeanne St. 
Remi de Valois, Comtesse de la Motte, for 
her share in the abstraction of that diamond 
neckiace which has given point to so many 
stories. N 

In connection with the history of flagella- 
tion in France may be mentioned the custom 
which prevailed there (and also in Italy) in 
olden times of ladies visiting their acquaint- 
ances while still in bed the morning of 
the Festival of the Innocents” and whip- 
ping them for any injuries, either real or 
fancied, which the victims may have done 
to the fair flageliants during the last year. 
One of the expianations given fur the rise of 
this practice is as follows: On that day it 
Was tho custom to whip up children in the 
morning, “that the memory of Herod's mur- 
der of the Innocents might stick the closer, 
and in a moderate proportion to act the 
crueltie again in kinde.” There is a story 
based upon this practice in the tales of the 
Queea of Navarre. 

Among the Eastern nations the rod in vari- 
ous forms played # prominent part, and from 
what we read China might be said to be al- 
most governed by it. Japan is singularly 
free from the practice of whipping, but 
makes up for it by having a remarkably san- 
guinary criminal code, 

Russia is, bowever, par excellence a home 
of the whip and the rod, the Russians having 
been governed from time immemorial by the 
use of the Jash. 

Many of the Russian monarchs were adepts 
in the use of the whip, and were also partic- 
ularly ingenious in making things vunpleas- 
aot for those around them. Catherine II. 
was so particularly fond of this variety of 
punishment (which she often administered 
in person) chat it amounted almost to a pas- 
sion with her. It is related that she carried 
this craze so far that one time the ladies of 
the court had to come to the Winter Palace 
with their dresses so adjusted that the Em- 
press could whip them at onceif she should 
feel so inclined. 

While the instruments of torture used in 
Russia were of great variety, the most for- 
midable *“‘punisher’’ was the knout, an in- 
strument of Tartar origin and of whichide- 
scriptions differ. ‘In its ordinary form it ap- 
bears to bea heavy leather thong, about 
eight feetin length, attached to a bandie two 
feet long, the lash being concave, thus mak- 
ing two sharp edges along its entire length, 
and when it tell on the criminal’s back 
it would cut him like a flexidle double- 
edged sword. “Running the gantlet“ was 
aiso employed, but principaliy in the army. 
Ip this the offender had to pass through a 
long lane of soldiers, each of whom gave the 
offender a stroke with a pliant switch. Peter 
the Great limited the number of blows to be 
given to 12,000, but unless it was intended to 
kill the victim they seldom gave more than 
2.000 at a time. When the offender was sen- 
tenced to a greater number of strokes than 
this the punishment was extended over sev- 
eral days for the reason above stated. 

Whipping, after dropping out of signt for 
a time in England, was reintroduced in En- 
gland in 1867, in order te put a check on 
crimes of violence. The law was so framed 
that the judges might add flogging at dis- 
cretion to the imprisonment to which the 
offenders were also sentenced. The Hrst in- 
stance of this punishment being used was at 
Leeds, where two men received twenty-five 
lashes each before entering their five and 
ten years’ penal servitude for garroting. The 
whip used in this instance was the cat-o’-nine 
tails. 

The whipping post is also still used in some 

arts of this country, notably at New Castle 

el., where the cat“ is still administered 
for minor offenses. Judging from a wnhip- 
ping that the writer once witnessed it appears 
to be a very mild form of punishment,

CAN'T SHIRK THE RESPONSIBILITY. 


Judge Baker Handles Cregier Without 
Gloves in the Saloon License ( ase. 

The petition of James D. Appleton for a 
mandamus to compel Mayor Cregier to issue 
a license for adram-shop was dismissed by 
Judge Baker yesterday. His Honor did not 
like the idea of being asked to rule on the 
duties of Chicago’s Mayor. It was apparent 
that the Court was nettled over what ho 
construed to be an attempt to shift responsi- 
bility. Judge Baker did not say that he 
thought Mayor Cregier was a weak sister, 
but he evidently meant it. He bandled tae 
case without gloves, and positively refused 
to be Mayor of Chicago and a Judge at one 
and the same time. 

J have given this case considerable atten- 
tion,” said Judge Baker, with some show of 
feeling, and I believe I know all about it. 
What right has Appleton got to say anything 
in his petition about the property-owners 
and their protest? Originally,“ »continued 
the Court, after being interrupted by the at- 
torneys, “the whole matter of saloon 
licenses rested with tne Legislature. It was 
then submitted to the Common Council, ang 
the Mayor was given the power to grant 
licenses. This would undoubtedly make it 
compuisory with the Mayor to grant licenses 
after he became familiar with two qualifying 
clauses—that the applicant for a saloon 
license was of good mora! character, and that 
he could give a sufficient bond. These are 
the only points within the Mayor’s 
discretion, the way 1 understand it. 
The Constitution of tne State gives no power 
to the courts to pass on the Mayor’s powers 
in cases which are discretionary with him. 
This protest of property-owners has no place 
in the case or in tae Mayor’s answer. Mayor 
Cregier says that is the reason he refused a 
license. He might as well have said that 
the wind was in the south tat day and he 
didn’t want to grant a license with a south 
wind blowing. ihe Mayor in his answer 
does not say he is satisfied with Mr. Apple- 
ton’s good character. He said the character 
of the petitioner was not considered in the 
refusal of the license. 

“Now, Iam not going to decide the case on 
this answer. If you want to throw the bur- 
den of this on me you are making a mistake. 
I am not going to take responsibility of con- 
cluding why the Mayor refused a license, for 
I' throw it back where it beiongs.” 

It was insisted that if the Mayor’s answer 
was insufficient then the demurrer sbould be 
sustained, but the court was obdurate and 
silencing the ciamor of the attorneys he 
said: 

“I will dismiss this petition and the case 
will be stricken from the docket.“ 

Appleton’s attorneys insisted on a little 
time to think and tney were given until 
Monday. The petition of Tourteliotte and 
others to be made party defendsuts with 
Mayor Cregier has not yet been heard. 


CORCORAN CHAKGES FRAUD. 


He Says He Is Being Imposed On by the 
Counell and Two Rallroad Compasies. 
John J. Corcoran, the coal merchant, makes 

charges of fraud in a bill filed against the 

Chicago, Madison and Northern and the Chi- 

cago and Alton railroad companies. He seeks 

an injuncuon restraining the roads from 
taking possession of that portion of Archer 
avenue which abuts on the ground occupied 
by Mr. Corcoran’s coal docks without first 


paying bim damage. . 

The bill says that in 1889 Corcoran le 
from the executors of William B. Ogden the 
three water lots on which his docks are 
located, the rental being $2,000 per annum, 
the lease expiring in 1894. These lots front 
on Archer avenue and extend to the river. 
He has erected all the necessary appliances 
for carrying on a coal business, expending 
$15,000 for the purpose. The only mode of 
ingress and egress to and from the city is 
represented to be by way of Archer dvenue. 
Corcoran also says he has $30,000 invested in 
coal stored on the premises, 

The Chicago, Madison and Northern rail- 
road company was granted an ordinance 
Aug. 1, 1889, to lay tracks alone Archer ave- 
nue directly in front of Corcoran’s coal- 
yard. The company was required to indem- 
sane — 2 IK for all dam- 

and to build a brick wall along Archer 
avenue. The same day an ordinance was 
passed providing that the portion of Archer 
avenue frontung on Corcoran’s premises 
should be vacated as a street, that the Chi- 
cago, Madison and Northern should have the 
power to lay its tracks there, and that 
Archer avenue should be moved south of 
these tracks and the wall. The Chicago 
and Alton was given power to build 
two main tracks aiongside the other 
une of road. The raiiroad companies 
are preparing to lay four tracks there 
80 as to occupy the whole street in irgnt of 
the coal- y making it unsafe for rco- 
ran's customers, even if the wali did not 
prevent them from crossing over these 
tracks. The contracts have been let and the 
centractors, it is said, are preparing to begin 
work, although nothing has been paid to Co- 
coran for damages. niess restrained from 
prosecuting the work within five days it is 
averred that the railroaa companies will 
take full possession, to the exclusion of all 
persons having rights on tue street, espe- 
cislly the coal dealer. 

By the ordinances referred to Archer ave- 
nue is deflected out of its original course for 
a mile—from fifty feet east oi Busunell street 
to a point west of McGregor street. The 
Council was induced to pass the ordinances, 
it is claimed, under the pretense of widening 
Archer avenue. This is character- 
ized as a fraud on the rights of the public 
and an abuse of the power of the Council to 
reguiate and control the street as a public 
highway. For these reasons, the bill says, 
whe ordinances are unreasonable and void. 

An injunction is also asked to prevent the 
city from issuing. a permit to we railroad 
companies to take possession of the street 
and theirtracks. .

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SILVER BILL 
PASSES THE HOUSE 


. By a Strict Party Vote, 122 Republicans in 
the ‘4firmative and 90 Democrats in 
the Negative, the Conference heport Is 
Agreed To—it Now Goes te the Presi- 
dent for His Signature— the Shipping 
Bills Passed by the Senate. 


Wasnixorox, July 12 —{Special.] — The 
Compromise Silver bill went througb the 
House this afternoon, as through the Senate, 
by a strict party vote. It therefore goes to 
the country as a Republican measure, for the 
President will undoubtedly sign it early next 
week. The Democrats in the House followed 
closely in Mr. Blaud's wake in committing 
themselves ana their party to unrestricted 
and unlimited free coinage. The only mem- 
ber of their party they did not commit was 
Grover Cleveland, whom nine-tenths of 
these free-coinage Democrats will support 
for the Presidential nomination with the full 
knowledge that he will veto any silver legis- 


lation. But in the talk they have been doing | 


they were playing for a supposed present 
party advantage, and did not care to look 
ahead till 92. The signs are that they will 
be wofully disappointed. The free-coinage 
Republicans had to profess some regret that 
an outrignt free-colnage measure nad not 
been agreed on, but they get so much in the 
Compromise bill that there was not much 
heart in their complaints. The fact that 
the majority of thirty-two is larger by a 
dozen votes than the nOminai Republican ma- 
jority in the House is due to te failure of 
Eastern anti-Silver Democrats to vote. They 
would not go with their party for free coin- 
age, but they did not want any share in heip- 
ing enact a measure which will benefit the 
party in power. 
The Discussion on the Bill. 

When Mr. Conger of Iowa called up the 
conference report on the Silver bill be said 
that the bill presented in the report was (as 
all conference bills must be) in the nature of 
a compromise. It was not just such a bill as 
he thought Congress ought to pass. li was 
not just such a bill, perhaps, as any member 
ot the House would like to pass if he was 
preparing a meusure to state his convictions. 
But it was a bill that wouli answer the de- 
mands of the country, that would answer the 
demands of the silver miner, that would 
answer the demands of the agriculturists, 
the laborers, and the business-men of me 
country. The gentleman from Missouri 
(Mr. Bland) would tell the House that 
the bill monetized silver. It would do 
nothing of the kind. On the contrary, the 
whole tenor of the measure remonetized 
silver. An aaditional circulation sad been 
demanded. The bill would give the country 
at the present price of silver an increase 
of $57,780,000 a year. If silver went up to a 

rity with gold it would give an increase of 
$70,000,000. Tne last section of the bill un- 
locked $70,000,000 now tied up for the redemp- 
tion of bank notes, making the total increase 
of circulation in the next tweive montis 
5140000. 000. 

Mr. Williams of Illinois inquired whether 
the gentleman in his calculation did not as- 
sume that silver would reach a parity with 

id. 
our. Conger replied that whether it did or 
not the increase would be nearly that 
amount. At any rate it would fau short of 
that only about 813, 000,000. Was the gentie- 
man from Missouri (Mr. Biand) willing to 
stand here and vote aga nst a measure which 
would give the suffering people of the West 
an additional circulation of this large amount!

THE SHIPPING BILLS PASSED. 


Senators Edmunds and Piuamb Vote with 
the Democrsts. 
Wasuineton, D. C., July 12.—In the Senate 
@ remonstrance of the Board of Trade of 
Jacksou, Tena., against the Federai Election 
bill was presented by Mr. Harris, 
The Senate resumed consideration of the 
two shipping bills and was addressed by Mr.

He showed how former subsidies had ended 
in fariure and scandal and summed up the 
whole question by reading an extract from a 
speech of Representative Cannon, showing 
an expenditure of. over twenty-one millions 
in subsidies between 1848 and 1875, and as- 
serting that $7,000,000 would buy all the 
American steamships that were then afloat. 
The idea that commerce followed the flag, 
Mr. Vest said, was afaliacy. Commerce did 
not follow the flag; the flag followed com- 
merce. He alluded to we interpellauon 
in the British Parliament yesterday as to 


the McKinley bili, and said that 
as soon as England found that 
she could dispense with American 


produce she would.doso. And yet, he said, 
all thas American statesmauship aimed at 
was to put up duties against Great Britain; 
and if anybody had the hardihood to remon-

“2. That as a basis for this union an inter- 
national coin or coins be issued which shall be

“3. That to give full effect to this recom- 
mendauon there shall meet in Washington a 
commission composed of one delegate or more 
from each nation represented in this conference, 
which shall consider the quantity, the kind of 
currency, the uscs it shall have. and the value 
and proportions of the international silver coin 
or coins. and their relations to gold. 

“4. That the Government of the United 
States shail invite the commission to meet in 
Washington within a year, to be counted from 
the date of the adjournment of this conference.”’

Tun position assumed by tke lottery ad vo- 
cates in Louisiana is that the Governor's ap- 
proval in the case of a coustitutional amend- 
ment, passed by a two-thirds majority of 
each House of the Legislature, is not con- 
templated by the Constitution, and that the 


the Constitution all that remains is for the 
Secretary of State to promulgate the bill and 
let it go to the people. The honest and 
courageous Governor of the State, however, 
will stand in the way of this, and should a 
mandamus be issued to compel the Secretary 
to promulgate the bili he will be instructed 
promptly to withhold it. In this case the 
lottery will appeal to the Supreme Court of 
the State, and the acuon may go up to the 
Supreme Court of the United States. As the 
proposed amendment must be promuigated 
by the Ist of January, 1892, there is plenty of 
tame for litigation. Meanwhile there would 
be a very serious diversion in-the case if 
Congress would do its duty. 


Mr. Henry ViLLarD, it is reported from 
New York, has gone away to Europe carry- 
ing with him the knowledge of a discovery 
for the development of the latent heat and 
electricity in coal so as to produce power 
witbout.any intermediate machinery. TRI 
TRIBUNE some time ago stated that Mr. Ed- 
ison had been engaged upon this probiem 
fora long time and was confident of bis 
ability to solve it, but if the reports are cor- 
réct another has made the important discov- 
ery before him. It must be conceded the re- 
ports are very indefinite, ana they may refer 
only to Mr. Edison’s speculations and exper- 
iments. It is possible, as Mr. 
Villard says, that electricity is Ko- 
ing to drive out steam and that 
in five years ali machinery will be driven by 
the former motive power, but it is not safe 
to assume it yet. If electricity is going to 
do away with steam and its associate smoke 
nuisance it will effect a marvelous revolu- 
tion in cleanliness, safety, expense, and the 
amouat of coal to be carried by locomotives 
and steamers, but the evidence of itmust be 
more positive than Mr. Villard's mere con- 
jectures. The wizard of Menlo Park may 
yet solve the probiem or “the inspired 
youth’ of the New York dispatch, who is 
known only to Mr. Villard, may do it, but it 
will be tame to thiok of giving up steam 
when the problem is demonstrated fully.

THE FIVE MILLION CONSTITUTIONAL 
AMENDMENT. 

The Worid’s Fair Board of Directors at its 
meeting Friday night agreed on the wording 
of the constitutional amendment to author- 
ize this city to give five million dollars in aid 
of the Worid's Fair: It is impossible to see 
how it can meet with the opposition of any 
one outside of Chicago, for it will not cost 
him a cent, nor will u relax even indirectiy 
those beneficent restrictions on taxation ana 
indebtedness which have giyea the Constitu- 
tion such a hold on the people. The present 
cass is an exceptional one, not happening 
oftener than once in a hundred years. If 
there is any Chicagoan who is against the 
amendment he must belong to that class 
which is opposed to taxation for ali public 
improvements, and grudges a nickel when 
the expenditure will bring himself a dollar. 

The Fair will need all tne cash it can get. 
The larger its working capital the better 
paying and more successful the Exposition 
will prove. Ten millions will be secured by 
private subscriptions. Thisis an immense 
amount for Chicago to give. New York, 
with its vast accumulatea wealth, could raise 
by subscription only five millions on paper. 
Ten millions seems a great deal, but it all 
will be needed. As the plans for Fair a 
developed, they will be on a more and mc 
grandiose scale. New attractions will be 
thought of. The buildings will be maae more 
beautiful and costly. Uniess the receipts 
are anticipated, whichis not wise, it will 
be apparent soon to all that the five millions 
of the city willbe necessary absolutely to 
insure a grand success.

Were the tive millions 
to be collected inalump by taxation, less 
than 50 per cent would be added to the tax 
bills now paid by our citizens. The man who 
now pays $100 would then pay $150, and he 
whose contribution is $10 would be called on 
for $15. Bat as the payment of the aid bonds 


may be postponed for many years ata very 


low rate of interest, the burden will be un- 
felt, for it will add but a small fraction an- 
nually to the taxes. Besides the city will 
get back a part of ite aid—the greater the 
success of the Fair the larger the return— 
and what is paid back thus in money will be 
applied to che liquidation of the bonds, and 
will not be expended for general municipal 
purposes, 

Thus every citizen will feel, apart from all 
considerations, of local pride, that he is 
interested directly in its success in propor- 
tion to his share of the contribution. He and 
his fellow-taxpayers will have five millions 
at stake, ana the bigger and better the Fair 
the more of it they will get back, either in 
cash or in the magnificent art and mechan- 
ical institutes which will be erected on the 
Lake-Front. For it is provided that the 
city may take its share of the net assets 
either in cash or in buildings, or perhaps in 
both. It any strikingly beautiful and useful 
structure is erected on the Lake-Front there 
will be a general demand that the city shall 
take it rather than allow it to be torn down 
and sold for old material. 

For this amendment to become effective it 
must receive the votes of two-thirds of the 
members elected to each House of the Legis- 
lature and also a majority of all the votes 
cast at next fall’s State election. It must 
have, therefore, the active support of all par- 
ties in Chicago and in the State at large. 
Being so necessary and so equitabie, every 
ballot should be in its favor. 


THE SMOKE PLAGUE, 

Health Commissioner Wickersham is quite 
proud of the low death rate at present of 
Chicago. It would be lower still if he did 
nis full duty, anu be can accomplish much if 
he tries. He says, and very properly, that 
tne coal-smoke nuisance is not only injurious 
to the property of the taxpayers, but it is in- 
jurious to the health of the whole peo- 
ple enveloped in it. The sooty vapor 
which fills the air is irritating to 
the lungs and mucous membranes of the 
air passages and mischievousin its general 
effects on the human system. Dr. Wicker- 
sham’s observations in this respect find re- 
markable and opportune corroboration in ap 
article contributed to Macmillan’s Magazine 
for the current month by Dr. Edward Car- 
penter, a well-knowu English physicist. He 
assez ts that the higher death rate of London 
and other great centers of population in En- 
gland is due to coal smoke. “In the case of 
old pecple dying after a prolonged residence 
in large towns considerable accumulations 
of black matter are found in the 
bronchial glands and even in the 
lungs. Sometimes, indeed, these sooty 
accumulations actuaily cause a lesion of the 
lung itself. That the irritation caused by 
these sooty particles, combined with tae gas- 
eous products which accompany them, isa 
plentiful source of disease cannot be doubt- 
ed.“ He quotes the death rates of London, 
Sheffield, and Manchester and compares them 
with the death rates in smokeless regions and 
they bear out his assertion. 

About the other evil consequences of the 
smoke nuisance he says, quoting from Dr. 
Leigh: “The soot and carbon particles de- 
posited on stone being charged with sulphur- 
ous and carbonic acid eat away its sub- 
stance and make renewals necessary at great 
cost. All monuments, statues, and gildings 
rapidly lose their brightness and whiteness. 
Iron rusts and metals quickly oxidize. Gal- 
vunized iron and brass do notendure. Mor- 
tar swells and crumbles.” Every observant 


- Chicagoan has noted the bad effects of the 


black smoke as described here. It is a mod- 
erate estimate to put the annual finan- 
cial loss here through the nuisance 
at $1,000,000. And yet this evil could 
be mitigated if not altogether suppressed. 
The majority of the business and man- 
ufacturing establishments here use ef- 
fective smoke consumers or burn hard coal 
Why are all not compelled to do one or the 
other? 

The attempt of Dr. Wickersham during the 
last week to enforce the ordinance has 
been productive of good. Bome of the 
worst of the nuisance-makers have desisted. 
Others promise reformation. The latter 
would be acceierated greatly if Dr. Wick- 
ersham had the codperation of an honest and 
capable Prosecuting Attorney. He has not. 
He has, however, a strong public opinion to 
back him up. That public opinion will com- 
pel the Law Department to act with him 
sooner or later. 

In the meantime it is his duty to continue 
in the good work commenced during the last 
week. The offenders will be piiloried in the 
press unt some of them shall become 
ashamed of themselves and be compelled to do 
What is right. The first set of offenders the 
Commissioner should grapple with now are 
the owners of the tugs that burn soft coal, 
and that detile every building along the 
docks and belch forth biack soot into the 
faces of the passengers crossing the bridges. 


THE SUPREME COURT ON NATIONAL ELEC. 
TION LAWS. 

So much has been said in Congress about 
the alleged illegality or unconstitutionality 
of the Lodge-Roweli Eloction bili that many 
persons have been led to suppose the ques- 
tion a doubtful one, whereas the entire mat- 
ter has been passed upon by the Federal 
Supreme Court and the right of the Federal 
Government to supervise and control the 
election of Congressmen is established fully. 
In 1884in the _ Xgpborough case the court 
said: 


Can it be doubted that Congress can by law 
protect the act of Voting, the place where it is 
done, and the man who votes from personal vio- 
lence or intimidation, the election itself 
from corruption or fraud? These questions an- 
s wer themselves, and it is only because the Con- 
gress of the United States, through long habit 
and long years of forbearance, has. in deference 
and respect to the States, refrained from the ex- 
— * of these powers that they are now 

ou 


Hence there is not tne slightest doubt as 
to the constitutionality of an alleged force 
bill“ in the election of Congressmen with 
sufficient vigor and authority in it to protect 
the voter in his rights and to keep the ballot- 
box from defilement. The States all have 
“force bills” of that character to govern 
their elections. In Illinois and Indiana 
within a short time past the heavy hand of / 
election laws seized certain baliot-box-stufling 
Democratic politicians and sufficient ‘*‘ force’’ 
was used to lodge them in the penitentiary 
and keep them there until they were suf- 
ficiently punished for their crimes against a 
free and equal ballot. Only a few years ago 
the people of Chicago declared by an over- 
whelming majority that tt ere was not force 
enough in the Iitinois Election law and de- 
manded one of heavier penalties and greater 
rigor to crush out election frauds in this 
«ity. The Federal Government has the same 
Tight as a State to protect its elections and 
to put into its laws the strength and force 
needed to effect that purpose. In elucidating 
this matter the Supreme Court said with

It can be no injury to the States“ for the 
National Government to supervise National 
elections and enforce strict rules to prevent 
fraud against the ballot. The States still 
will be left free to conduct their own elec- 
tions for all State, county, and munivipal 
officers as they see fit, and in theirown way 
to deal with elecwon frauds as conscience 
may prompt. 

Not interfering then with State laws or 
officers in local matters the Federal Govera- 


ment has the undoubted constitutional right 


to see to it that in the election of Congress 
men who make the Nauon's laws there shall 
be an honest ballot and a fair count in all 
parts of the Union. If the Federal Government 
lacked the power to protect its own elections 
it would not be a Government at all. It 
would be merely acreature of sufferance. 
Waere fraud prevails at the polis the coun- 
try is not to be ruled by the people, but by 
successful ballot-box stuffers and election 
swindlers. The goveraing power would not 
be vested in the majority of the lawful vot- 
ers, butin a criminal class of ballot corrupt- 
érs. Patriotic sentiment would be an ab- 
surdity under a Government which could not 
adopt any needed force bills“ to protect it 
self from election frauds. As the Supreme 
Court has said: A real National Govern- 
“ ment has been established in this country, 
sand it has inherently and of necessity as 
much right to protect its elections as the 
States have to guard the irs.“ 


BEN BUTTERWORTH FOR FAIR SECRE- 
TARY. 

Friday night the World’s Fair Directors 
elected as Secretary Ben Butterworth, now 
of Cincinaati, but who determined some time 
ago to move co this city when his term in 
Congress ends. The people not merely of 
lilinois but of other States will be gratified 
and satisfied with this choice, They will be 
still more so when they come to know how 
deliberately and painstakingly the directors 
acted, and that what they did was not the re- 
sult of an evening’s talk orspasmodic action 
but of weeks of study and research, at tue 
close of which they were left with the con- 
clusion firmly impressed on them that he was, 
taking all things into account, the best man 
they could get. The tirst man seriously 
thought of was Col. George Davis, but when 
approached on the subject he peremp- 
torily deciined tne office. It was then 
thought by several of the directors that this 
important office had better be filled by some 
person from some other city who was known 
widely and popularly, thus adding strength 
to the enterprise with which he was to 
be identified. They decided also that the 
man of their choice ought to be one who har 
been influential in securing the Fair for Chi- 
cago and who was id a position to render the 
Fair still further service in Congress. 

They found these qualifications united in 
Ben Butterworth. Heis kuown and is popu- 
lar all over the United States. Asa member 
of the House he espoused the cause of Chica- 
go enthusiastically, and in part to his vopu- 
larity among the Democrats as well as Re- 
publicans he swung all his Buckeye col- 
leagues with hardly. an exception into line 
for this city as the jocauon of the World's 
Fuir. Ohio has ten times the trade relations 
with New York that she has with Illinois, 
aad yet largely to Butterworth’s able man- 
agement his delegation was more solid for 
Chicago than was tust of lilinois or the 
neighboring State of Indiana. 

The directors were also influenced by the 
fact that Mr. Butterworth had been ideati- 
tied closely with nearl all the expositions 
ever held in this country—the one at Phila- 
delphia, the remarkabiy fine exhibition at 
Cincinnati, and those at New Orleans and 
Louisville. They knew that he had been 
Commissioner of Patents and took a keen in- 
terest in all mechanical inventions. Apropos 
of which it may be said that no man who 
ever felt an interest in machinery disliked 
mechanics. As tne exhibit of machinery— 
of those cunning devices of the studious bruin 
and skilled hand which cheapen production 
and make labor easier and yet better paid—is 
to be the distinguishing feature of the Chi- 
cago Fair the directors were anxious to secure 
for their Secretary a man whose tastes ran 
in that channel if he also possessed proper 
qualifications in other respects. 

Congress will be asked to do more than it 
has done for the World's Fair. There are 
clauses in the law which will need some 
modification. It is desirable that the Gov- 
ernment in order to encourage expositors, 
especially from abroad, should take a more 
prominent part in bringing their exhibits 
here than it has agreed to yet. No man can 
do more than Mr. Butterworth to secure that 
important legisiation and to getfor it the 
support of men of both parties, for they all 
like and trust him. The directors have also 
deemed it most desirable to have as the 
channel of communication with the mem- 
bers of tne National Commission 4 man whom 
they know and in whom wey have con- 
fidence, 

There were objections made to him which 
were considered carefully by the board be- 
fore it acted ana tound to be practically of 
no account. It was charged that he was an 
“enemy of organized labor.” The only 
ground for that was that he resisted the de- 
mand of the Treasury plate-printers that 
steam-presses be thrown out and the old 
siow hana-presses restored. The . change, 
made ugainst his protest, costs the Gov- 
ernment a hundred thousand dollars a 
year extra, while the work is done no better. 
All that was gained by the substitution was 
that the printing was made ten times slower, 
and there were therefore more places for 
plate-printers, the excessive cost being paid 
by the taxpayers. The result of Mr. Butter- 
worth’s frank expressions ot opinion on that 
occasion was that no man is more respected 
by tne labor organizations than he, and there 
is no one Whose support they rather would 
have for any of their plans. They preter his 
assistance to that of ten of tue professional 
hypocritical ** friends of labor.” 

It also has been thrown up at him that he 
introduced a bill leveled at boards of trade 
and grain speculators, He did introduce 
such a bill at the request of the farmers, who 
believed the city speculators were getting 
the bestof them, and he said that other 


things being equal he would rather be on 


the side of the farmer than the betters on 
the markets. But the bill will not pass, the 
city fellows having the most influence in 
Congress, and thérefore the Board of Trade 
peopie need not abuse Mr. Butterworth for 
siding with the horny-handed sons of — 
soil. 

These were the solid reasons 3 
him, and these the trivial objections to him. 
The former prevailed with the directors, as 


they would have done with any other broad- 


minded men in their responsible place, and 
they have, so far as can be foreknown, the 
best available Secretary in tne country. He 
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bas made public a plan. which he is consider- 
ing for the mutual advantage of the road 
and its employés. If carried out it will give 
the latter an opportunity to become stock- 
holders with the help of the company; the 
scheme being that the employés shall be al- 
lowed to take one share of stock ata time, 
paying in installments, which will be credited 
with interest. When the sum reaches the 
price at which the stock was bought a certifi- 
cate will be issued, and tne purchaser, if 80 
disposed, then can begin payments upon a 
second share. Meanwhile he will be allowed 
to have his contract canceled at any time and 
his money returned with interest. President 
Fish rightly argues that under such a sys- 
tem the service of the road wouid be im- 
proved and that it would be a great advan- 
tage to increase the number of stockholders 
in this country and change the alien charac- 
ter of the corporation. 

Under certain conditions President Fish’s 
plan would be an excelient one and it cer- 
tainly would enhance the prosperity of the 
road, as it would obtain better service from 
employés who felt that they were sharers in 
its profits. It would be better for ail railroad 
corporations were. bey to adopt such a plan. 
The conditions of success, however, are that 
a rauroad shall be managed conservatively 
and that its stock shali not be made a foot- 
bali for Wall street gamblers. If stocks 
were kept out of gambiers’ hands, if they 
were not watered, soid short and sold long, 
if they were not exposed to the ups aad 
downs of Wall street, and were made a per- 
manent: family investment, as was the 
case years ago and as has been the 
case largely with the [Illinois Central 
stocks, the plan would be success- 
ful, Otherwise the minor officials 
and employés of aroad could not afford to 
take Ube risk of investing in stocks at 105 or 
110 which in a week might be knocked down 
to 70 or 80. They know nothag of these 
fluctuations and cannot be expected to keep 
track of them or to manipulate such property 
intelligently. The fluctuating value of stocks, 
caused by the combinations of gamblers, has 
been the curse of this form of investment. 
If properly ana conservatively managed the 
working ciasses would have taken millionsof 
the stock, and it would have been of infinite 
benetit to the roads. The railroad would have 
been the employés’ savings bank and both 
sides would have benefited by the arrange- 
ment. But as stocks are now manipulated— 
and bonds, too, for that, for the latter are as 
spasmodic as the stocks—it cannot be ex- 
pected that employés wiil take chances which 
depend upon the tricks of gamblers. Before 
they are induced to invest their savings in 
this manner there will have to be a radical 
change in the conditions of the investment, 
for it cannot be expected that they will ex- 
pose their savings to the tender mercies of 
gambiers,

CHRISTIANIZING CHINESE. 

An Eastern religious denomination, at its 
recent annual session, having passed resolu- 
tions favoring opposition to restricwon and 
the encouragement of the immigration of 
the Chinese because of the increasea oppor- 
tunities it affords for the evangelizawon of 
those who come here, the San Francisco 
Bulletin has investigated this, point thoroughly 
by interviewing those actively engaged in 
mission work in Chinatown as to the results 
of their labors. Of the thousands of Chinese 
in that city, a few hundred during the last 
twenty years have professed Christianity, 
but to what purpose? Ministers and mission 
teachers alike testify that their adher- 
ence to the Christian faith. does not 
make them any better neighbors, tor 
they still cling to the associations of pagan- 
ism. The Rev. Dr. Pond,a Congregational 
clergyman, says: They sull, as a rule, 
“ keep their same distinguishing dress, still 
„make their home in the overpopuiated dens 
“ of Chinatown, still take an occasional hand 
‘at ‘fan tan,’ still retain aliegiance to the 
“ slave-contracting Six Companies, still join 
% in the wild revelry and mummery of gold- 
“en dragon parades.” They maintain no 
place of worship independently, but rely 
upon the American churches to do that for 
them,in the meantime contributing to the 
erection of joss houses. In school work, 
which has been the acknowledged method of 
reaching the Chinese 380 the way may 
be opened for religious instr@ction, it seems 
to be thé universal'testimony that they only 
avail themselves of the school to get a smat- 
tering of the English language sufficient to 
help them in their business and then leave 
it. The last Methoaist mission nee says 
upon this point: 


The object contemplated by the founders of 
the mission was the opening of acentral school 
in San Francisco where the Chinese could se- 
cure a Complete English education under posi- 
tive religious influence. This object never has 
been realized fully, at least in later years. As 
an educational institution the school is little 
better than the lowest grade of a primary school. 
The great majority of the Chinese are content 
vith the merest smattering of English, and have 
no ambition to advance to higher studies. As 
soon as they are abie to write the simplest sen- 
tences and speak and write a few words of 
broken English they find some remunerative 
employment which takes them away from the 
school. They make room for a new set, and the 
great majority never return to us again. A few 
every year are brought under our influence and 
become earnest Christians. 


Miss Emma R. Cable of the Presbyterian 
Local Mission, who has labored among the 
Chinese for years, does not regard the prob- 
lem as an encouraging one. She says polyg- 
amy is the rule with ali Chinese who can al- 
ford it. Women are bought in the open mar- 
ket, each woman chattel costing from $1,000 
to $3,000, and when bought they are kept at 
work sixteen hoursa day. “And this is as 
true, she says, “of the merchants’ wives as 
of the poorer class.” In her statement she 


says further: 

Make no mistake about the facts being as I 
have stated them. Ihave at this moment in my 
possession an actual bill of sale under which one 
of these human chattels was for four years nei 
in Chinatown to a form of Dondage com — 
with which the negro-served plantations o 
South were so many havens of. rest and . 
cence. Miss Carrie McFarland and I were en- 
abled to rescue her from the den in which sue 
had been confined so long, and for some four 
months it Was necessary to keep her in hiding in 
my home, as @ large reward was offered 
for her capture, and wwe Highbinders were threat- 
ening to murder anybody found harboring her. 
For a time these wretches had the audacity to 
— my home under surveillance and in this 

country actually to threaten it with peril. 
Her whereabouts wus finally traced through a 
white hackman accepting $100 as a bribe to tell 
whither he had driven ber. The Highbinders 
thereupon met and resolved in the most formal 
way possible to exact the death penalty from any 
Chinese found extending ‘her aid and comfort, 
and this resolution was avowed throughout — 
quarter. It was not until the on girl had 
stripped herself of every articie of jeweiry and 
personal adornment she had received as pres- 
ents and the friends she had made subscribed and 
paid for her ransom that she was relieved of the 
terrible pressure that had been made to surround 
her.

MARKETS. 


The leading grain markets were active and ir- 


‘regular Saturday, while there was little varia- 


tion from the long time monotonous duliness in 
pork product. The rain had a great deal to do 
with the course of prices for the cereals, but es- 
pecially in corn, and there was more trading on 
outside account than the recent average. 

A Kansas City paper says the condition of corn 
in Kansas has been much improved by the rains 
of the last two or three days, which were pretty 
general and mostly fell just wiere they were 
most needed. Wright-Haughey of this city have 
telegrams from correspondents at many points, 
from which it appears that the rainfall was far 
from being general, though a good many places 
were visited by it. Thecorn is now about the 
point of tasseling out, and must have rain during 
the next week or so to insure a g crop. 
Roughly speaking, one-tenth of the corn has tas- 
seled out in the southern half of the State. 

Some corn receivers say the guess at a crop of 
mer Pome | like 2,100,000,000 bu for this year is the 
wildest kind of trying to think what it is going to 
be. They say in their opinion 1,500,000,000 bu is 
as much as is likely to be realized, from present 
appearances. Thereis a considerable decrease 
in ecreage and the weather of the last two or 
three weeks has not been favorable toa good 
crop over all the area planted. 

Hutchinson is reported to have been a liberal 
seller of wheat in New Vork, and probably his 
sales here largely exceeded his purchases. 

Deliveries of wheat for the week in England by 
home farmers aggtegate 31.829 quarters at an 
average of 38s 2d. This is an advance of 4d per 
quarter, but the Continent of Europe was selling 
wheat in New York Saturday. 

The gossips had it in the afternoon that the 
flurry in wheat was nearly all a ‘‘tussle”’ de- 
tween Bloom and Hutchinson. The one sold 
1,000,000 bu Friday, covered it Saturday, and then 
was supposed to bave wished he hac not done it, 
at least not just when he did it.

May h When the room was opened, The design 
for the second, owing to Mr. Crane’s illness, has 

arrived, and the two panels will soon face 
dach other from opposite ends of the great room. 
Their subject is the legend of the goose that 
ud golden eggs, whose master killed her 
im order to acquire sudden weaith and 
pad nothing but a dead goose left for his pains. 
The moral of the tale is peculiariy appropriate 
fora banking- chamber, and it is conveyed in a 
vein of the most delicate unobtrusive comedy. 
This is ively in harmony with the spirit of the 
puilding, which has adapted Gothic notions to 
modern uses: for the medieval carvers and 
decorators, in the time of the glory of Gothic 
architecture, were always inspired by a grim 
sense of humor in the cutting of gargogles and 
the painting of frescoes. The panels, being 
decorative im character, are executed in flat 
color, not in the literal pictorial manner which 
too often makes of large mural paintings mere 
“boles in the wall.” Heavy outlines are used, 
and a background of gold. Thus there is no at- 
tempt at aerial perspective. 

The first, panel is processional in character, 
showing the Owner of tne goose carnyiag the 
bird to the sieughter in the midst of his joyful 
retainers. First we have the fool in his suit of 
blue and yellow, dancing for joy and triumpb- 
antly shaking the fat purses which, in the old- 
time fashion, hang from the end of the stick he 
holds high in the air. The fool’s face, backward 
gazing, is wreathed in smiles and the bells are 
jingiing on the points of his garments as he 
leads the gay company past trees and meadows. 
~ Following the fool is the chief figure of the 
composition — the old owner of the goose himself, 
who proudly marches onward, nis broad, wrin- 
kled. stupid face grinning, and bis fat form clad in 
rich brocaded robes. Under his arm he carries 
the white bird, the source of all his wealth, and 
in his band is a golden egg. Behind him marches 
a group of three richly dressed figures;—a piper, a 
graceful tambourine girl, and an exquisite little 
maid whe carries a basket of eggs and whose 
flower-like, childish face is the most beautiful 
thing in the picture. The procession has just 
issued from a fine old English house, from which, 
on an iron scroll, hangs a pictorial sign with the 
legead: “ When Adam delved and Eve span, who 
was then the gentieman?’ In the landscape is 
the joy of summer; thé trees are green and dai- 
sies bloom in the meadow; all is sunny and 
peaceful and serene. 

The second panel strikes a tragic note with the 
death of the goose, which hushes tie music, 

brings tears for smiles, and biights the beauty of 
nature. A wind comes out of the north, which scat- 
ters the leaves from the swaying trees, tears the 
érooping flowers, and chills the heavy-hearted 
revelers. The fool’s purses shrink and his face 
is aghast, the musicians are terrified, the little 
maid weeps; and the fat old man stands with his 
dead goose and a broken egg, facing with horror 

From an iron sign hangs 
the pictorial legend. A bird in the band is worth 
two in the bush”; a mile-post on which a croak- 
ing jackdaw perches pointsone way “To John 
o Groat's and another To Jack Straw's Cas- 
tie,” and in every minutest detail the tale of woe 
u emphasized. 

Under each of the panels is a scroll on which 
is lettered an appropriate wise saw. On the first 
isalinefrom “As You Like It,” “Call me not 
fool till Heaven hath sent me fortune; on the 
second the proverb, “ Fortune never comes witb 
both hands full. adapted from the line in King 
Henry IV.,“ Will fortune never come with both 
hands full?“

The Salon’s medal of honor has been given 
this year, for the first time in its history. to & 
landscape painter, Louis-Frangois Francais, 
who is 76 years ot age. This highest award has 
hitherto deen reserved for the painters of 
the human figure; neither Millet, 
Corot, Troyon, nor Rousseau received it, even 
after their genius was acknowledged, so strong 
was the force of custom end prejudice. Mr. 
Francais was born in 18i4inPlombiéres,and early 
in life he was apprenticed to the book trade in 
Parts. By sheer force of will and working 
night and day he taught himself to draw and en 
grave on wood, and soon acquired considerable 
reputation in the new art ot tithograpby 
Not satisfied with this he stud- 
jed paintmg, frst under Gigoux, and 
afterwards under the little appreciated Corot 
The young student made a lithograph of one of 
Corot’s paintmęs, and its publication in a promt- 
nent periodical was a great surprise to Corot's 
father, who looked upon his son as “a fnghtful 
dauber, drawn towards an art for which he had 
no call by a passion as unreasonable as it was 
irresistible.”” The id man therefore invited 
Frangais to dinner and asked him whether he 
thought he had really done a service in coming 
to the support of a poor, lost boy who was pursu- 
ing a chimera—whether it would not have been 


kinder to discourage him openly. Frangais there- 


upon avowed his ardent admiration of Corot; but 
the old man, feeling that he was being hoaxed, 
shook bis bead sadly and began to talk on indif- 
ferent topies. 

Francais did not remain so long unappreciated 
as his greater master. In 1837 he exhibited for 
we first time, four years later he received a 
third-ciass mec al. and in 1848 a first-class one. 
In 18538 he was decorated with the cross of the 
Legion of Honor, of which he became an officer 
last summer. He has three works at the Lux- 
embourg—“ The Close of Winter.“ “Dephaois 
and Chloe,“ and “Orpheus.” He has gained 
wellnigh as high distinction with water-colors as 
With oils, his interpretations of nature through 
both media being singularly faithful and true. 


, His imagination has often played with classic 


themes, and Réné Ménard deciares that “few 
painters are so thoroughly endowed as he with 
‘the antique spirit,” saying of his “Sacred 
Grove” that “ Theocritus never dreamed of any- 
thing more poetic yet more true.“ In the opinion 


t this critic de has a talent which no one con- 


tests, and the opinion we have of him will be 
that of posterity as well.“ 
In nis first review of this year’s Salon in Ft 
gve Albert Wolff paused to admire Harpignies’ 
“Orepuscule,” saying, “Why not give him the 
medal ot honor? Because itis never voted to a 
landscape painter? Really. gentlemen, you 
make me laugh.” The landscape painter has 
won at last, but not Harpignies. Doubtless the 
Jury Was not eager to sceept Mr. Wolff's dicta- 
tion this yearafter following him implicitly a 
year ago. Last year the powerful critic floated 
Dagman-Bouveret’s flag at his mast- head, pro- 
posing him forthe medal in special articles in 
Figaro rud covering his picture with praise to 
such a decree that public Cnthusiasm was stimu- 
dated; the jury caught the excitement and 
awarded him the medal of honor over the heads 
ot older men who had been waiting years for that 
ee and who stood in thgt line of promo- 
tion which the jury. as a rule. vigorously respects.

The ivory is a 
mere bagatelle; a steamer-load a year would 
deplete Africa’s supply and glut the world’s 
demand. Caoutchoucis more considerable, 
but even that would cost more than does the 
present supply, for generations to come, if 
not forever. The wealth of African nabobs 
consists chiefiy of slaves—a commodity not 
salable in Liverpool or Hamburgh for some 
years back. , | 

What the Dark Continent has is land, with 
no one to cultivate it; timber with no one to 
cut and ship it; rivers with mo commerce 

resent or prospective; dwarfs and other 

reaks, profitable to photograph and write 
about but protitiess in any other aspect ex- 
cept to the dime Museum. 

Ihe civilized world is not short of arable 
land and wul not We until South America 
and Oceanica are fully occupied—some time 
in the twenty-first century. And when it 
does need land the 8 and Nyanza region 
will be the very last to be taken up. Men to 
till that land must becarried there. Equato- 
rial negroes, unless ensla ved. never did work 
and never will. Colonizawon is the only sav- 
ing expedient for subduing those fertile 
wastes; and colonies move with profit only 
in isothermal lines—lines of identical temper- 
ature. Spontaneous migration is not from 
temperate to torrid, or vice versa, and forced 
~ oe is a mere military occupation; a 
bill of expense; a manner of spending 
wealth, not gaining it. 

Each race of the temperate zone finds two 
isotherms; one in north latitude and one in 
south; but the equatorial region has ouly its 
own. Now, where on the long equator is a 
race avaiable for an African hegiraf As to 
the idea of dealing with the natives, it is as 
futile as was that of the Pilgrims and the 


French in Canada in their attempt to make 


our Indians available as commercial allies. 
Some furs could be bought and ship ; but 
it was an insignificant traffic, always dimin- 
ishing insvead of growing, and besides there 
are no fur-bearing mammals in the torrid 
zone. 

Stanley describes a land teeming with ani- 
mal and vegetable life, and in the same 
breath tells of fearful losses in his command 
by sheer starvation. No fruits to gather, no

HIsTORICAL AND ARTISTIC VIEW OF 
THE PANTHEON, 


Clovis’ Basilica 
tion’s Pantheen— To Its Great Men & 
Grateful Coentry” — Narrow Escape 
During the Days of the Commane— 
Gunpowder and Oat-Bags—Art of Many 
Schools — Exalted Imagination and 
Bratal Realism. 

France is rich in national monuments. 
Each epoch of her history has been crowned 
by some high achievement of art. Like the 
Princess in the fairy-taie, her footsteps are 
marked by the upspringing of flowers. 
Every town has some memorial that links it 
to the past with beauty; in fact, many towns 
are themselves memorials of a feudal past, 
and in them the democratic nineteenth cent 
ury moves as an alien, leaving no trace of its 


But in Paris many centuries walk hand in 
hand, each glorifying whe others, and the 
last proud of them all. One cannot exagger- 
ate the royal hospitality of Paris, which bids 
tne world rejoice in her splendor, serene in 
her confidence that not elsewhere on the face 
of the broad earth can the peer of her 
beauty and majesty be found. No doubt of 
her divine right to rule the eyes and hearts 
of men has ever crept into the soul of Paris; 
and thus all the labors of her hand bear the 
impress of unchalienged power—power which, 
whether wisely directed or not, yet stamps 


each creation with the imposing validity of | 


its royal seal. One may challenge and crit- 

icise the products of this superb egotism, yet 

there is a splendor in them which baffles 

challenge and criticism, which is as unques- 

tuonable and as inspiring as sunlight. 
Ste. Genevieve’s Successor. 

Nowhere is one more conscious of this 
splendor than in the Panthéon, and nowhere 
does one feel more regret that the superb 
artistic energies of the Freach nation should 
not always de directed with a wisdom 
worthy of their power. Le Panthéon may 
be said to epitomize the history of the great 
Capital. The old basilica which occupied 
this ground was built by Clovis himself, and 
when the ashes of Ste. Genevieve were 
consigned to its sacred walls the people grad- 
ually called it by her name, and reverenced 
itas the tomo of the patron-saint of Paris, 
whose love and prayers bad saved the city 
from the ravages of te plague. Twelve 
centuries passed the old pile by with rever- 
ence, and it is a pity that the well- beloved 
and well-detested Louis XV. did not prop it 
up once more instead of tearing it down to 
make way for the crudely imposing renais- 
sance structure which now defies the as- 
saults of time. 

It was long before the fire was lit on the 
new altar of Ste. Géneviéve. The revolution 
removed the cross from the dome of the un- 
completed temple, and, ia place of 
the dedication to patron-saint 
of the old faith, carved on 
the pedimenta new deed of gift: “Aux 
grands hommes la Patrie reconnaissante,”’ 
and inscribea under the veristyle the words: 
Pantheon francais, l’an III. de la Liberté.” 
In the great vaults the young Republic placed 
the ashes of her heroes, aud whe domed vast- 
ness above she reserved for solemn assem- 
blies. But Napoleon, who, like ali of the 
worid’s supreme rulers and poets, was per- 
sistentiy religious in feeling if notin act, 
gave the mighty temple to the church at last, 
‘“according to the intention of its founders, 
under the invocation of Ste. Geneviève, 
guardian saint of Paris,“ decreeing at the 
same time that its vaults should continue to 
serve as a burial-place for the mighty dead. 

The Commune. 

During the revolutions and counter-revo- 
lutuons of this dramatic century Church and 
State dave disputed possession of the Pan- 
théon—Ste. Genevieve and the “grands 
hommes.” In the terrible days of the Commune 
ite vaults were stored with powder, and 
sacks of oats were piled under the great 
dome to protect the explosives below. The 
red flag was hoisted instead of the cross, and 
under its crimson foids the Anarchists de- 
creed ruinto Paris. Only tbe sudden en 
trance of the besieging army of order, which 
put the destructionists to precipitate flight, 
prevented their firing the explosives in the 
vaults of the Panthéon and leaving another 
historic structure in rums. Even now the 
marks of bullets are innumerable on facade 
and dome. As the truly original Eoglish of 
the explanatory pamphiet puts it: The 
great dome has been hited in several points; 
some bullets have strucked the great Gros 

icture. The portal ofthe main front has 
u very imjured; its brass doors were 
pierced ; some chapiters of the great columns 
were broken, and some personagesof the 
tympans had received large wounds.” 


Intrusion of Medern Art. 

But within all is fair. The “great men” 
sleep peacefully in vaults once filled with 
powder, and the walls crammed witb oats a 
score of years ago are being adorned by the 
most famous painters of the Repubiic. On 
these smoott stone surfaces, vast in extent 
and simple in structural divisions, is to be re- 
corded in color the religious history of 
France. Though the church no longer per- 
forms her offices within the vast inclosure, 
her saints and martyrs cover its walls with 
the giory of wheir deeds. Various episodes 
of these heroic lives have been intrusted by 
me Government to noted painters, who in- 
terpret them according to their own artistic 
ideals. The great work is still incomplete; 

‘ severalof the artists have not yet laid brush 
to canvas in. the fulfillment of their 
parts of the brave design. Enough has been 
accomplished, however, to prove that the vast 
interior will mark a period of transition in 
the history of French decorative painting. 
On the one hand we have the brutal realism 
of Boonat, who must have studied his sgered 
legendary subject in a butcher-shop; on the 
other the exalted delicacy of Galland, whose 
colors are the spoilof some silvery world of 
beauty. Violent activity, dramatic contrasts 

* er vivia color, make some of thesd vast can- 

mere “holes in the wall,“ tumultuous 
upheavals destructive of that repose which 
should characterize ail large masses and 
spaces. Yet Puvis de Chavan puts such 
efforts to shame by subdmitti to archi- 
teciural conditions, by respecting the fiat- 
ness of the walls in seeking serenity of com- 
position and delicate light-pervaded har- 
mony of color. Thus the vast interior be- 
s the lack of a supreme guiding-hand, 
which should have controlled the entire 
scheme of decoration and required all the 
painters to work toward the same goal. As 
it is, the distinguished men who contribute 
~ follow motives and methods widely different, 
and strive for their own giory ratner than 
the glory of the building they adorn. Not 
theirs the self-effacing humility of the med- 
8s, who never thought of even signing 
their names to the rows of adoring saints 
carved over the doorways or painted on the 
walls of their cathedrals, their sole idea 
being me fitness of their work to the nobie 
it occupied. In the decorations of tne 
anthéon, instead of a comprehensive scheme 
suDservient to the spirit of the place, one 
finds a series of interesting pictures, painted 
for the most part with little reference to 
structural and decorative exigencies. 


Better than Under Napoleon III. 

Even in the most violently active of these 
pictures, however, there is proof of the prog- 
ress of the Republic beyond the pompier style 
of tne Second Empire. One finds nothin 
of that 2 and biatant allegorical 
work, which illustrated on many a wall and 
ceiling the insincerity and pretense of the 
Napoieonic ne.

The same spirit, the principie which should 
govern ail fresco-work, pervades the great 
composition by which Puvis de Chavannes 
illustrates the youth of Ste. Géneviéve, whose 
heroic history is dear to the hearts of Pe- 
risians, whether for the sake of religionjor of 
romance. The beautiful story begins with 
the infancy of the saint, over whose cradie 
kneel une biue-winged ficures of Faith, Hope, 
and Love—a serene and lovely invocawon for 
the holy theme, This is rendered op the first 
of the upper panels, the commencement of 
the frieze, along whose golden pathway the 
Po of the saints of France mereafter 

gins its solemn march. On the isolated 
panel below the cradled and angel-guard- 
ed saint, the artist shows us, amid 
the budding greens and against the 
soft dlue skies of spring, a love- 
ly white-robed child praying, while 
her sheep graze about her, and a wood-cutter 
stands with his wife and infant gazing at 
the kneeiing vision. The main argument be- 
yond this panel extends through three inter- 
columniations, and shows St. Germain d’Aux- 
erre blessing the child and predicting her 
high destiny, while the sick are healed and 
the people wonder. A rosy light pervades 
the picture, tingeing its and redden- 
ing its flesh-tones to a-pink very different 
from the ivory tone of the flesh in this ar- 
tist’s green and silver Sorbonne fresco, The 
effect is marvelously dreamy and idyliic, 
full of the poetry of youth and hope and morn- 
ing. Color and perspective are subordinated to 
architectural effect so skillfuily that the wall 
seems covered with the light of fair hues 
while its surface is unbroken, while its sta- 
bility and height are sacredly preserved. 
Though painted in oils upon canvas the effect 
produced is that of afresco upon stone, 80 
clear and light and lucid are the colors, so 
seemingly transparent the pigment, so un- 
obtrusive and harmonious the tone. here 
we have that reverence for structure which 
seemed to have passed away with the medie- 
val decorators, and we have it feinforced by 
modern knowledge, rendered by modern 
Skill. Reverent students of the medievals, 
Galland and Puvis de Chavannes, are yet as 
modern in feeling and method as the most 
brutal realist of them all. 

There Are Painters and Painters. 

The Panthéon is their monument, for after 
contemplating their share of it the 
work of the other painters seems false 
and cheap, even when, in a picto- 
rial sense, it is strong. This long 
succession of pictures by men whom their 
country delights to honor a clever French- 
mau descri as mere holes in the wall, 
thus eloquently expressing their destructive 
effect upon architectural values. Most of 
them are to the last degree realistic, wany of 
them are violeut in action, ana few of them 
show any comprehension on the part of the 
artists of the requirements of decorative as 
distinguished from pictorial painting. This 
criticism applies, of course, only to such of 
re as are finished. On the left 
bh end of the main nave M. Meissonier has 
not yet laid a stroke of color on the vast 
space intrusted to him and Paris is still won- 
dering what this painter of the minute will 
do with the colossal. Neither has 
M. Delaunay completed his portion 
of the life of Ste. Génevidve. His space 
is at the left of the entrance, 
opposite that of Puvis de Chavannes, and he 
wiilshow us the saint encouraging the Paris- 
ians, who are terrifiea by the approach of 
Attila. A clandestine view of the work, 
gained by climbing a iadder and looking over 
the sacred inclosure in the momentary ab- 
sence of the guardian, showed a promising 
decorative scheme, and indicated that 
this artist has learned more from 
Puvis de Chavannes than from the -real- 
ists. M. Laurens has finished his panels, 
situated opposite Meissonier’s blank wall, 
and illustrating the last moments of the 
aged saint and her funeral. His work is an 
admirable piece of descriptive painting, 
showing a strong pictorial sense of composi- 
tion and dramatic effect, yet lacking archi- 
tectural consisteacy and religious suggestive- 
ness. 

With his work ends the decoration of the 
walls of tne main nave, devoted to the glory 
of tne patron saint of Paris. In the frieze 
above, it must be remembered, marches the 
long procession of the saints of France. The 
bars of me cross are devoted to four heroes 
—Ciovis, Charlemagne, Saint Louis, and Joan 
of Arc. M. J. Blanc shows us Clovis at the 
battle of Tolbiac in a composiuon full of fire 
and vigor, and in another vane depicts «ne 
baptism of the Frankish King. Mr. H. Lé- 
vy’s Chariemagne series is also characterized 
by violent action, and by bituminous color, 
and av excessive use gf black in shadows. 
M. Lenepven’s treatment of Joan of Arc isso 
giaringiy inadequate that one weeps at tne 
thought of what Bastian Lepage micht have 
done with the great theme. In the space de- 
voted to Saint Louis M. Cabanel brings us 
once more to tne light, treating his beautiful 
subject in broad masses of decorative color. 
His characterizations of the royal saint 
in boyhood and manhood are worthy of the 
noblest of the Kings of France, the view of 
the young Prince with his mother being 
particularly lovely. The very name of Saint 
Louis always seems to inspire a French 
artist with his finest ideals of beauty and 
purity. In the Sorbonne thereisa figure of 
the young Prince even more beautiful, por- 
9 * than Cabanel’s. 

n the .chapel of Ste. Géneviéve M. Th. 
Maiilot depicts with considerable decorative 
feeling a fifteenth-century procession of the 
shrine of the saint, when bishops and bur- 
gesses bore her relics to Notre Dame to em- 
phasize their prayer for a cessation of the 
rain. The scene is set forth with much pict- 
uresqueness and close attention to arch#o- 
logical accuracy. Of M. Bonnat's Martyr- 
dom of St Denis,“ which is opposite Gal- 
land’s beautiful canvas, nothing can be said 
which would not seem harsh beyond reason. 
In color and handling it is as false to dec- 
orative principles as in feeling it is remote 
from beauty and spirituality. 


Mosaics Over the Deserted Altar. 

M. Hébert’s mosaics in the arch over the 
deserted altar introduce another note into a 
melody already complicated. This note is an 
echo of the Byzantine—discordant in this 
Renaissance temple, whose decorations, 
whether realistic or idealistic in feeling, are 
only in this case archaic. In the center of 
the vault sits enthroned the figure of 
Christ, with the Virgin by his side inter- 
ceding for the French people. To the left 
are the angel of France and the figure of 
Ste. Genevieve praying for Paris. Omer 
mosaics which will complete the design are 
still unfinished. In strange contrast to all 
the modern work are the shadowy frescoes 
in the dome, whose scheme of color exiles 
them from the modern kingdom of ligut. 
The General Effect Too Much *cattered. 

Thus the Pantheon is not homogeneous; 
not wae inspired flowering of a single prin- 
ciple. In its architecture and decorations 
many epochs are represented and many con- 
trasting ideas. Yet in this very immensity 
of range it is curiously modern and con- 
sistent with the wide ambiuon of 
the great nation whose heroes of war 
and peace, of deed and thought, must 


sleep within its vaults. What tlie future 


may bring forth we know not. Perhaps the 
banner of art may pass ‘from France, and, 
Une the star of empire, travel westw In 
tnat event the tings in the Pantheon may 
commemorate ior future the last days 
of tne long supremacy of ce in tne gen-

NOVELS AND NOVELISTS. 


ONE GREaT CRITIC'S VIEWS ON REAL- 
IsM AND ROMANTICISM. 


Methods of the Masters—Scott, Bulwer, 
Dickens, Thackeray — Birth of Sensa- 
tionalism— Wilkie Collins, Miss Braddon— 
Pawn of Realism—Sharp Trick Played 
on One of Its Votaries—What Hewells 
Thinks and Says. ö 

We constantly hear a controversy going on 
as to the relative merits of the real and the 
ideal in ficuon. We constantly find it as- 
sumed that there are two rival schools of fic- 
tion, one the real and the other tho ideal. 

Now, I have a theory of wy own om this sub- 

ject which Ishali make known to you at 

once. I have, in fact, two theories about fic- 
tion and its schools and its changes. The 
first theory is that there can be no great 
work in fiction which is either wholly real 
or wholly ideal. The other theory is that 
the temporary success and prevalence of 
either schoolof fiction—accepting now for 
the moment the phrases real and ideal—de- 
pend cn a law of action and reaction almost 


as inexorable as any of the laws of the 


physical world. 

The pendulum swings to a certain distance 
one way, and then it has to swing to an 
equal distance the other way. Now I shall 
take this later and what I may call secondary 
theory in the first instance and try to make 
it clear by illustration. 

Let us begin with the great romances 
which made the fame of Scott. There the 
world had pure romance—romance even 
when dealing with the most humble realisms 
of human life. Now every great leader in 
fiction 1s imitated and imitated until the 
reality is worn out of the thing, and then 
the fashion comes to an end and the reaction 
sets in. 

Great Authers Work Hard, 

Bulwer Lytton followed Scott in his own 
way and according to his own ligbts. His 
heroes and heroines in their more exaited 
moods talked a language far above even the 
prepared eloquence of ordinary mortals. The 
hero addresses the heroinein an impassioned 
oration of several pages long, which un- 
doubtediy must have caused the au- 
thor much labor and correction and 
rewriting to produce. When that is 
over the heroine replies, on the spur 
of the moment, in an oration equally long, 
equally dazzling, equaliy resplendent with 
classical and poetic allusion, equally per- 
plexed with paradox, equally aspiring, philo- 
sophical, romantic, and moral. Very clever 
some of these novels of Bulwer Lytton’s are 
all the same, and I can read some of them 
still with much pleasure, but they belong to 
a region to which we ordinary mortals do not 
belong—a land east of the sun, west of tne 
moon, which we can but dreamof and may 
not enter. 

I think any judicious and foreseeing critic 
might well have made up his mind that at a 
certain stage of Bulwer Lytton’s career the 
pendulum had swung its full swing in the 
region of what we may call the romantic, 
and that it wouli have to come back to the 
realms of homely struggles and joys and 
sufferings, I think such a critic might have 
seen that after a Bulwer Lytton there 
would come a Charles Dickens. Dickens 
discovered for literature what I may de- 
scribe as the East End and the West Center 
of London. Out of these seemingly common- 
place materials he created a sort of délight- 
ful fairyland in which the poor are almost 
always virtuous and, despite their trials, 
almost always happy; in which virtue is 
always rewarded in the end and vice is 
either conquered and crushed or repents and 
is turned into virtue and nappiness. 


Diekens’ Genuine Art. 

But so marvelous is the realistic and the 
creative power of Dickens, so genuine his 
art iu the description of-externais, that he 
makes the people and the scenes real and 
living for us; he makes the impossible seem 
the possibie, and we believe in the Aladdin’s 
palace as firmly as we believe in the Man- 
sion House or the Charing Cross railway 
station. Now here again we may look for 
another illustration of acwon and reaction. 
Dickens discovered the London of the mid- 
dle class and the poor; might not a forseeing 
critic have assumed that there was a London 
of the upper middle class and of the rich to 
be discovered as well? We had “the Mar- 
ohioness in the kitchen; why should we 
not have the real Marchioness 
in te drawing- room — after Dick- 
ens, was not Thackeray certain? But 
now observe that Dickens and Thackeray 
alike, each in his own sphere, had kept to tne 
ordinary ways of human life, to trials, tro u- 
bles, triumphs, which might befall &oy mor- 
tal like ourselves in our different fields of 
existence. Dickens’ imitators soon turned 
the school into a school of mannerisms; on! 
Thackeray’s imitators were, if possible, still 
more servile and still more degenerate. A 
change was bound to come. 

Again when Dickens and Thackeray haa 
done so much to illustrate the realities of 
London life in its two great divisions—its 
two great nations, to adopt the expression 
which Disraeli uses in the title of his Sybil 
migaut it not easily have been anticipated that 
some new genius would arise to throw the 
same sort of light on Engiish country life? 
Might not an English critic observant of the 
sigus of the times have found by his caicula- 
tions that a new star was to come into the lit- 
erary firmament—the star of George Eliot? 


Birth of Seusationalism. 

All these great writers belong alike to the 
reaction against the degeneracy of the school 
of the merely romantic. The school had ex- 
hausted itself and its business; it had sunk 
into extravagance and mannerism and mere 
imitation—its day was done. The old fashion 
was gone for the time at all events. But the 
new tashion in its turn has to bow to the old 
law of change, and the school of everyday 
life is succeeded by the school of tbe 
sensational. The first master in this 
school was Mr. Wilkie Collins, and 
very clever illustrations he gave of his 
ow branch ot art. He invented what one 
might call tne enigma in English fiction. One 
studies nis novels as one studies a puzzle. 
Who was the woman in white? Who stole 
the moonstone! Such were the questions 
which Wilkie Collins suggested. When one 
had guessed the riddle or failed to guess it 
and given it up and waited for the last chap- 
ter to have it exblained then the interest in 
the story was very nearly over. One might 
discuss it and its merits with other readers, 
butit would be hardly possible to care to 
read it ali over again. ' 

Miss braddon started a sensation school of 
her own with its first representative, the 
delicate fragile young woman who drops her 
husband down tne weil and leaves him there 
in tne fond but unfounded hope that he is 
dead. But we have now a newer school of 
sensational fiction, which scorns the com- 
paratively narrow and modest limitations 
laid down for themselves and their person- 
ages by Mr. Wilkie Collins and Miss Brau- 
don. We have gone ata bold flight from the 

ssidle to the impossibie—we start from 

ndon and spring right into the reaims of 
the Arabian Nights. 
Real and Ideal. 

But now let us come to my principal the- 
ory. I hold that it is impossible in a work of 
art to separate wholly we real and the ideal. 
“] have your word and honor, sir!“ Mr. 
Venus asks of Mr. Boffin in Our Mutual 
Friend.” ‘My good fellow,“ Mr. Boffin re- 
plies, “‘ you have my word and how you can 
have that without my honor 1 don’t know. 
I’ve sorted a lot of dust in my time, but 1 
never knew the twothings go into separate 
heaps.” W I have sorted a good deal of 
literary dust in my time and I never knew 
the realand the ideal go into two separate 
heaps. Of course, in common talk we call 
anything real whicb reproduces things famii- 
iar tous and anything ideal which takes us 
out of our common routine of every-day ex- 
istence. 

rhere are minds undoubtedly which only 
find pleasure in the presentation n and 
again of we most familiar things. To them 
that is genuine art which shows them some- 
thing done ma book which they are seeing 
every day in reallife. A friend of mine was 
once arguing this question with a lady who 
insis that a novel ought to be ali real. A 
new work by a favorite author of hers was 
— by her. She haa not vet read it. My 

iend knew that she had not read it. He 
took it up, opened it at rand and 1 
ed to read, as he said, a page from book.

Daty of Novelists. 

So there, in the opinion of many, is art to 
show us what George does every morning 
before he goes to the city. I once discussed 
this question with one of the most dis- 
tinguished men of what is called the realistic 
school, my friend Mr. Howells. It 
was at a literary club in Boston, 
and 1 asked him what, according 
to his view, was the first duty of the 
writer of fiction. He declared emphatically 
that the duty of tne writer of fiction was to 
describe what had come within his own ex- 
perience, and nothing else. Well, now, su 
posing that we were even to except this defi- 
nition of the duty of fiction and ficwon-mak- 
ers, how far does it help us to a general prin- 
ciple? What is a man’s experience! Is his 
experience limited to that which he actuaily 
sees in the street or in the drawing-room! 

Are not, then, the forms that he sees, the 
trials ana troubles and joys and successes 
that he finds borne in upon him from some 
unknown world of fancy and of the senses— 
are not these as strictly parts of his ex- 

rience as the occurrences of bis daily life? 

o they not belong to him—has he not ex- 
perienced them? Thackeray tells us that it 
was when walking one day in a wood near 
Berne with his two daughters that suddenly 
—he could not tell how, why, or wherefore— 
the whole story of the Newcomes came into 
nis mind. Was not that an actual experi- 
ence of his—was it not part—the most real 
and substantial part of that day’s experience? 

Does any one suppose that Shakspeare ever 
really met a Hamietor a Falstaff at Strat- 
ford-upon-Avon! Why, there was never a 
man in the world who could have done the 
talk of Hamlet or of Falstaff but only Shaks- 
peare himself. He could not have met such 
men. Such men never existed but in his 
imagination—that is, in his experience. 
W here did Cervantes meet Don Quixote? Don 
Quixote is the embodied chivairy of man, 
embodied at a wrong time; but, indeed, 
there never could be an age fit to receive it. 
If the world were not more than haif mad 
and more than halt bad Don Quixote would 
be recognized as the type of perfect sanity 
and manhood. Cervantes never in the ordi- 
nary sense of the word met such a man, but 
he had not to go round looking for him out- 
side the range of his own experience. It was 
part of the experience of Cervantes to find 
that Don Quixote grew up to life within him. 

Effect of Poetic Genius. 

To look at the matter in another way, let us 
take the descriptions in Mr. Howells’ own 
work. Can anything be more beautiful than 
some of his pictures, say of the scenes in 
Venice, of the marvelous rock and river of 
— of the ever-chang ng beauty of 

iagara?t [ have never gone back to any of 
these scenes without finding something added 
to my perception of their loveliness by the 
recollection of some sentences, some sugges- 
tions, in Mr. Howells’ descripuons. I should 
never have seen all that Mr. Howells saw. lam 
nota poet. I only saw what my eyes showed 
me. Bus there comes Mr. Howells, and he 
throws anew and poetic light upon tne scene 
and imbues me with tne spirit of beauty 
which first had possession of himself. He is 
“the light that never was on séa or land, the 
consecration and the poet’s dream.” 
Mr. Howells could not get away from the 
ideal for the life of him. His idealism quickens 
his realism and makes it gleam and glance 
with beauty. His realism strengthens his 
idealism and gives it form and substance so 
that the commonest eyes can see it and recog- 
nize it ana understand it. 

No, you cannot divorce the real from the 
ideal, the ideal from the real, in any true 
work of art—in any work which is to live. I 
ciaim for the writer of fictuon the noble mis- 
sion claimed for the t in one of the finest 
passages from one of the finest works of a 
great German novelist, whose books I fear 
are not much read even in Germany just now 
—Jean Paul Richter. Richter says iat the 
business of the poet is to lay a mortal world 
in ashes in order to found an immortal world 
on its ruin; and then, suddenly varying the 
metaphor, he Says tne poet has to do for the 
human race in general that which night does 
for the explorers in the polar lands, 

All through the day the earth is barren, 
coloriess, frozen, without leaf or flower, but 
then comes the night and lights up the skies 
with star jewels, and constellations, and cor- 
ruscuting flashes, and myriad points of many- 
tinted flame, and o reminds the wearied 
dweilers on the barren, ice-locked earth of the 
bright heaven arches over them.—/ustin 
McCarthy in New York Herald. 


BERLIN’S VIEW OF CHICAGO'S FAIR, 


Official Notification Needed, Both National 
and Civic, 

Beruin, June 24,—[Special Correspond- 
ence.]— Although so distant from Chicago, 
and contrary to some of the early predictions 
of New York and other Atlantic coast news- 
papers, there is marked promise that Centra! 
Europe will take a decided interestin the com- 
ing World's Fair of 1893, not alone in the 
way of making handsome exhibits, but 
there will be aiso a good attendance of vis- 
itors from this part of the world. This fact 
is especially noticeable as far east as Austria, 
which, of course, largely means Vienna, a 
great manufacturing center. Long before 
Congress located the Fair the subject was 
discussed, and for several months past our 
American Consul, tne Hon. Julius Gold- 
schmidt, has been quietly but ef- 
fectively doing preliminary work in 
getting the matter before the peo- 
ple. It now rests with the Ministers 
of Commerce and Affairs, and they are 
awaiting and expecting an official invitauon 
from the United States Government to par- 
ticipate in tne Exhibition. Until this is re- 
ceived little will be done; and upon its re- 
ceipt a Bourd of Commissioners will be ap- 
pointed to represent Austria. It is suggested 
that the proper authorities at Washington 
should, as soon es practicable, send out to 
the various European Governments official 
notices of the Fair, as it will expedite mat 
ters on this side, inciting exhibiters to pre- 
pareforit. Aiso the opinion is expressed 
that Chicago should send invitations, follow- 
ing these up with an abundance of circulars 
or other printed matter setting forth the ad- 
vantages of being represented there, keep- 
ing in constant communication with the va- 
rious commercial, industrial, and export so- 
cieties, perhaps through the Consular service 
at “be various Capitals. 

It is probably well known by many that a 
great part of the trading between European 
manufacturers and American dealers is done 
through New York connections, especially so 
far as the large houses are concerned, these 
consigning direct to representatives at that 
port. This absorpuon of the business into 
comparatively. few hands practically shuts 
out Many manutacturers, particularly the 
small ones, These in many instances are 
obliged to sell their products through export- 
ing houses, who in turn sell to he New York 
importers, these to the wholesalers, finally 
reaching the small jobber, thus consuming a 
great part of the profit on the original .aan- 
ufacturer. Now with a strengthening de- 
sire to find an independent outlet it seems 
probable that these producers will embrace 
this opportudity to show their goods 
and prices direct to Western jobbers 
and thus save much of the margin on 
such merchandise u can naturally 
find a market in America. It is believed 
that this class of people will make a good 
showing at the Fair if the business-men of 
Chicago appeal to Continental manufacturers, 
endeavoring to induce them to 88 their 
acquaintance with we merchants of Western 
cities, - 

Here in Berlin the ‘situation is also a quiet 
one, with no action probabie until official in- 
vitation is received from our Government. 
Another thing which is just now exciting 
much attention and disqussion is the new 
Tariff bill, which deeply interests European 
manufacturers, the leading journals of the 
commercial centers devoting much space to 
the question, even quoting at great — Om 
proposed changes which will unfavorably 
affect producers nere in finding an outlet in 
America. 

The fact does not seem to be generally 
known by some of our manufacturers’ who 
send to Europe that the trade-mark 
laws of Austria were clfanged early this year, 
with a clause introduced making it obligatory 
— renew all trade-marks 3 the — * 

om once every ten years, nning wi 
1890. This new statute went into effect in 
May. The Austrian patent laws are strict 
and quite efficient, but American manufact- 
urers too often do not think it necessary to 
secure patents in that Empire, hence Ameri- 
can productions are frequently counterfeited, 
and our merchants lose a share of the busi- 
ness which legitimately belongs to them.

The announcement today of the marriage of 
Henry M. Stanles—the Bismarck of Africa, 
as the Germans call him—to Miss Dorothy 
Tennant of London gives interest to tne fol- 
lowing particulars of an early love of the 
now distinguished explorer which comes to 
us from Cincinnati. It was in that city that 
Stanley essaged journalism as a newspaper 
reporter after his service in the Civil War 
on the sice of the South had terminated. His 
experiences in life had been varied, and he

inherent desire and determination to rise he 
soon made acquaintances and won friends, 
the number of his admirers and those inter- 
ested in himquicklyenlarging. Gradually he 
was noticed socialiy, then invited into the 
most exclusive circles. 

Cincinnati is old and conservative—most 
conspicuously so among our Western cities— 
and to be admitted to the pleasures and

Old Abe’s Kind-Heratedness—Grant’s Cool- 
ness and Determination. 

New York 
Ashley of Toledo tells some interesting stor- 
1es of President Lincoln’s kind-heartedness. 
“I consider President Lincoln,“ he said, one 
of the most remarkabie men who ever lived, 
as his kindness of heart was shown to all 
men at all times. I remember once when 
Carl Schurz, who was with the army, had 
sent a letter to the President without consult- 
ing his commanding officer. Of course this was 
a breach of discipline not to be countenanced, 
and he subsequently wrote a letter of apology 
to Mr. Lincom. The President replied by 
letter: ‘Never mind; come and see me.’ Of 
course, when Schurz went he began to apolo- 
gize profusely, but the President, seeing how 
ill at ease he was, smiled and said in a kindly 
tone: Never mind, Schurz; I guess before 
we get through talking you won’t think I am 
so bad a man as some people say I am.“ That 
kindness broke Schurz ali up. 

* Another time I saw him givea pardon 
for a soldier sentenced to be shot, on the sup- 
plication of the poor fellow’s wife and 
daughters. Of course there was a most pa- 
thetic scene, and many of the bystanders 
cmed. After signing the pardon the Presi- 
dent said: Well, I have made one family 
happy, but I don’t know about the discipiune 
of the army.“ 

Mr. Ashiey also told some good stories 
about Gen. Grant, of whom he was‘s loyal 
and ardent admirer. Among some he related 
was one of 3 circumstance the evening of the 
first day’s battle of Shiloh, which had been a 
defeat. 

„At that time,” he said, when any man 
might have felt disturbed, the Quartermaster 
came to Gen. Grantand told him thatif he 
was again defeated the next day he gould not 
transport the troops (about 65,000 in number) 
if it was necessary to cross the river. 

% Grant asked him: How many can you

„Ten thousand,’ replied the Quartermas-

„Well,.“ said Gen. Grant, quietly, ‘if 
we are defeated you will be able tocarry all 
that are left.’

NAPOLEON IIL IN TRYING TIMES, 


What Duke Ernest of Saxe-Coburg Says in 
His Memoirs. 

London News: The Duke of Saxe-Coburg- 
Gotha, Queen Victoria’s brother-in-law, saw 
the Emperor Napoleon III. closely. His 
Highness was again in Paris and at tne 
opera on the night of the Orsini attempt. 
He went there alone instead of in the com- 
pany of their Majesties, and that probably 
saved his life. He stood awaiting 
them in the vestibule, when a first 
explosion was heard, and then, an in- 
stant after, a second. “I was still stand- 
ing there,” he says in the volume 
of his memoirs just published, “petrified 
with herror, when the Emperor and Empress 
rushedin. They seemed about to fali. The 
Empress seized me, as it were, mechanically 
by the arm and said pretty calmly, ‘Sauvez- 
moi!’ The Emperor was like one stunned; he 
staggered and I thought he was wounded. 
His hat was a little knocked in and torn on 
one side by a bullet.” And this was only 
the second explosion, for there was stili to 


be a third. In this case the bomb must have 


been thrown straightjat the door of the hall, 
for fragments of the shell and buliets 
smashed the windows and rebounded from 
the ceiling. “I dragged the Empress, whom 
I had on my arm, away with me, and recol- 
lect having knocked down some person who 
blocked the way, as I wus ery | to 
reach the staircase leading to the box. The 
Emperor appeared at a loss to know in what 
direction to turn. Then he followed us up 
— stairs, and at last we all reached the 
ox. 

As soon as they had composed themselves 
the terrified pair stepped to the front of the 
box, but they met with no reception. Not a 
hand stirred, not a sound was raised. The 
Emperor said to me inGerman: ‘ There you 
see the Parisians—they are never treated 
harshiy enough.“ Presently the Marshals 
anu the members of the imperial family 
came into the box. Marshal Canrobert wept 
like a child, and when the Princess Mathilde 
arrived there was a scene of passionate ex- 
citement, for she had lost all seif-control. 
“ Quite late in the evening Prince Napoleon 
also put in an appearance. When he ap- 
proached their Majesties the ag: oder turned 
her back upon him, while the Emperor said 
to him coldly, before tne Prince had time to 
make any fine phrases: O'est bien! c’est 
bien!” The Duke was to see this much- 
tried ruler and man once more, and this time 
in his greatest trial of all. It was at Sedan. 
A messenger broucht the King of Prussia 
the famous letter of surrender from Napo- 
leon II. Listen, said the King to those 
who stood about him, and he read the letter 
aioud. Then, sitting vpon a plow, he wrote 
his ‘answer on the back of his aide de camp. 

The same day the Duke met the Emperor 
driving from Donchery, and bowed to him 
from his horse. “He waived his hand in a 
friendly way, but did not speak a word. For 
the last time in this life I saw his sad and 
overshadowed features.“ The Duke neces-

Playing the Cards. 

Philadelphia Times: One of the newest 
games of cards popular in France is 
“ L’ Aventure ””—which may be translated as 
0 risk ” or iT} chance.“ 

The players may be any number, but not 
more than thirteen. The full pack of fifty- 
two cards is used, the cards holding their 
usual value. That is, the ace in each suit has 
the highest value; next the king, queen, 
knave, ten, etc., down to the deuce. i 

The player winning the deal shuffles the 
cards, and, after they are cut, deals them 
equally among the players, by single cards 
atatime. The number of cards each will 
thus receive of course depends upon the num- 
ber of players. If there are five players each 
will receive ten cards; if six players, eight 
cards, and soon. Should a stock remain un- 
dealt it is laid to one side unturned. 

Previous toor during the dealing of the 
cards a pool is formed by each player putting 
in as many counters as he rece:ves cards. 
After the cards are dealt and the pool formed 
active play begins by each player in turn 
throwing down a card face upwards, com- 
mencing from the player to the mghtof the 


dealer and following this course around to 


the player on the dealer’s left. 

Each player lays his card before him on 
the table so wat the cards belonging to each 
can be recognized. 

The players play any cards they please, 
without reference to suit or value. The trick 
is taken dy the person playing the card of 
highest value in the suit shewing the most 
cards played in each particular round. 

This will be made clearer dy the following 
diagram, The players, numbering six, have 
played: 


The player who has played the king of 
spades wins the trick, as that is the highest 
card in the suits of which the greatest num- 
ber of cards were played. 

If an equal number of cards are played in 
more than one suit the trick belongs to the 
player who may nave played the highest card 
in those suits. 

For example; 


The two leading suits here are spades and 
clubs, of which the highest is the ace of 
clubs. Consequently the trick belongs to the 
second player. If the two leading suits have 
their highest cards equal in value the trick is 
given to the player who has played the sec- 
ond highest card in these suits. As, for in- 
stance:

Here the trick belongs to the player of the 
five of spades, that card being nearest in 
value to the ten of spades, which is offset by 
the ten of clubs, according to the rule. 

In case of the second card being likewise 
equal the rule appiies to the card third in 
value, etc. 

It it should happen that the preponderating 
suits are represented by exactly the same 
cards throughout the trick belongs to the 
first player. 

The player who wins a trick plays first in 
the next round. 

rhe hand played out, the players who have 
won one or more tricks share the pool ac- 
cording to the number of tricks won. 

Each hand is played like the above; the 
player winning the last trick in the precea- 
ing hand always deals in the hand follow- 
ing.

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ROMANTIC ADVENTURES OF SOME

Disguises Successfally Carried Through the 
Most Trying Situstlons— Women Who 
Have Shipped as Sailors, Enlisted as 
Soldiers, and Practiced as Physicians— 
One Actually Fought a Duel to Preve 
Ber Right to be Called a Man. 


The case of the poor little sea tice 

Hans Brandt,“ who the other day fell into 
the hold of the bark Ida of Pensacola, at 
West Hartlepool, and was killed, says the 
St. James’ Gazette, adds one more name to the 
long list of women who, for sotue reason or 
another, have put aside the garment of their 
sex and have donned the habits and imitated 
the ways of men. Not until “Hans Brandt’s”’ 
body was being prepared for burial was it 
discoyéred that the Ida’s apprentice was a 
girl. Why she disguised herself and why she 
shipped are questions to which no certain an- 
swer can be given. An tncomfortable 
home or possibly nothing worse than 
a craving for adventure may 
supply. the explanation. Both 
causes, it is well known, have operated in the 
past; but although domestic tréuple has un- 
doubtedly led many women thut to disguise 
themselves, the commoner stimulus, it would 
appear, is-provided by that loveof change 
and excitement which at one period of life 
takes possession of almost every one. 

Romantic ideas were notoriously the dis- 
posing causes in the celebrated case of Anne 
Jane Thornton. Her father, wno was com- 
fortably off, was very kind to her; but at the 
impressionable age of 13 she met Alexander 
Burke, an American sea captain, and when 
he when to New York she determined to 
leave her home in Donegal and to 
follow him. She succeeded in shipping 
as a cabin boy, and in reaching 
America; but she there discovered that Capt. 
Burke was married, and so resolved to re- 
turn as sng had come. She shipped as cook 
and steward, first in the Adelaide, then in 
the Rover, and finally in the Surah, Capt. 
McEntire, and was returning in the last 
named ship to London in 1834 when her sex 
Was by accident discovered. She then had 
been. absent from home for nearly three 
years. Upon reaching England she appeared 
before the Lord Mayor, to whom Capt. Mc- 
Entire stated in court that Mies Thornton | 
had done duty as a seaman in a most admir- 
able way, and that she had behaved herseif 
with the utmost propriety. A few kindly 
people undertook to send her home. What 
afterward befeil her is unknown. 

Romanticism also played an important 
part in the case of Mary Anne Taylor. Her 
domestic affairs, however, were not the most 
comfortabie, and it is uncertain whether she 
accompanied her lover, an infantry officer, 
to the West Indies solely on account of her 
affection for him, or partly on account of her 
home troubies. But accompany him she did, 
and in boy’s dress. Going with him after 
ward to France she acted as a drummer, and 
was wounded at the siege of Valenciennes. 
Upon her recovery she deserted and 
took service, still as a boy, on board 
a French tugger, which she believed 
to be a trader, but which was really 
a privateer. In this craftshe was cajpt- 
ured by the fleet under Lord Howe, to 
whom, without revealing her sex, she ex- 
plained the circumstances of her engage- 
ment. Her explanation being accepted; she 
shipped as a cabin boy in the Brunswick, 
Capt. John Harvey, ana fought in that ca- 
pacity on the glorious Ist of June, 1794 Al- 
though she received two severe wounds on 
that occasion and was sent for treatment to 
Haslar, she nevertheless managed to conceal 
her sex, and subsequentiy joined the Ve- 
suvius bomb, and then a Yankee trader. Ia- 
deed she only prociaimed herself at last in 
order to avoid being pressed as a seaman on 
her return again to England. This woman, 
who was the BF t of sixteen natural 
children of Lord William Talbot, enjoyed for 
many years a small pension from the Queen 
of George III.; but, unlike Miss Thornton, 
she seems to have been in all her reiations a 
very shady character. 

About forty years ago a far more extraor- 
dinary instance of successful aisguise was a 
current topic of gossip in the army. An 
army surgeon served successively. at the 
Cape, at Malta, ana at Barbados. This per- 
son was a small, thin, wrinkled individual 
with a little voice, an effeminate aspect, and 
strong vegetarian opinions. At the Cape he 
actually fought a duel with an officer who, at 
the mess table, had called bim a woman; yet 
in spite of mat he was a woman, though 
the fact was not discovered until, havin 
reached high rank in his protession, he di 
in London enjoying the honors of Surgeon- 
General to the Army. Dr. James Barry; as 
this lady was called, was well known in mil- 
itary circies. Many officers who can remem- 
ber her are still alive. * 

Among other examples are the cases of 
Ann Bonny and Mary Read, Who, dressed as 
men, were fearsome buccaneers on the Span- 
ish Main in their day. Hannah Snell is an- 
other example. Born in 1723, she married a 
Dutch sailor, who deserted her. Hannah 
went in pursuit, first as a sailor and then as a 
marine. She was several times wounded, but 
always managed to conceal her sex, and 
might perhaps have concealed it for many 
years longer had she sodesired. But, having 
learned that ber faithless spouse had been 
executed for murder, she prociaimed herself 
and returned to England. Yet another fe- 
male sailor began her false career by run- 
ning away at tne age of 13, in the 
year 1752, with her sweetheart. To 
avoid discovery she started as a boy, 
and, liking the disguise, she afterwards 
went to sea init. Returning, she obtained 
articies of apprenticeship with one Angel of 
Southwark, and secured the affections of a 
giri named Mary Parlour, whom she went so 
far as to marry. When Mary, upon discov- 
ering the imposition, was indignant, Samuel 
Busty, as the other called herself, joined a 
a man-of-war. She subsequentiy, however, 
returned to her wife,“ who forgave her, 
and the pair appear to have lived — 
ever after as small tradespeople in the bor- 
ough. 

Similar cases might de multiplied to a 
a great extent; but one more will suffice. 
On the 2th of January, 1667, 
only daughter, Anne, was 
London lawyer, Dr. 
Chamberlayne. Inclined to adventure, 
the girl, probably with the knowledge of her 
brother Ciifford, seems to have entered as a 
man on board his ship, the Griffin, which was 
engaged in the action with the French off 
Beachy Head in 1690, of which vessel the 
brother was commander. She fought brave- 
ly, and soon after her return married a Mr. 
ohn Spragg, but died in chilabirth the 6th of 
November, 1691, and was buried in Chelsea 
Church, where a monument, upon which 
some of these facts are set forth, was erect- 
ed to her memory. Mr. Spragg, or Spragge, 
is believed to have been a near reiation— 

robably a son—of the gallant Admirai Sir 
edward Spragg, who feli in action with the 
Dutch in 1673, and there are grounds for sus- 
pecting that the child which cost its mother 
her life was Capt. Edward Spragge, who 
commanded the Princess Ameliain 1744, who 
died in 1757.

Has the Chicago man, after 
earning the name of @ representative of the 
Windy City, after having earned a reputa- 
tion which made the name of a Chicagoan 
synonymous with every attribute of self-ap- 

ation, at last come to a point where his 


dreams of Chicago’s future greatness are 
jaughed at by the outside world as being but 
gs poor and pessimistic view of a 
more glorious” future than any of 
us have seriously imagined? Sué@w& would 
indeed be a strange state of affairs, but that 
view of the situation is given weight by every 
outside investor who comes here and by every 
Chicagoan. who returns from a trip 
West, or South. The outsider says we have 
not seriously waked upto what it means 
when a city of 500,000 people becomes in a dec- 
ade a city of 1,100,000. e don’t understand 
what it means for a city to jump from fourth } 
place to second. They say we do not appre- 
ciate the pace at which we are going, 
a pace that sends us from a rec 
ord of but. half a million up to 
almost the point where New York stood ten 
yearsago. That is apace that will land us 
at the top of the list before we know where 
we are. We know that our population more 
than doubled in the last ten years. Why is 
it not possible and even probable, these en- 
thusiastic visitors.ask, that it will do as much 
jn the next ten years, and the census tskers 
of 1900 have from 2,000,000 to 2,500,000 people 
to count? The forward impetus of tne city is 
tocay greater than it was in 1870, they argue. 
The city is being aad is to be advertised as 
no other city in the country has been. What 
does it mean to real-estate valuesif we are 
to have 2,000,000 people before the young men 
who are just coming into the heat of the 
present activity can scarcely be reckoned 
veterans in the business?, It is natural per- 
haps that it is more difficult for the man 
whose memory can run back to the days 
when an Indian trading-post marked the out- 
let of the river into the lake; itis naturally 
more difficult for such a man who remembers 
tne pioneer pictures as but the yesterday to 
grasp the idea that there has grown up 
around him from the swamps what may 
become within the span of his business 
life the greatest city of the Western Hem- 
isphere. Perhaps it is not to be wondered at 
that the minds of the Chicagoans fail to 
grasp not alone the possibilities but the 
probabilities of the futtre. 

Such talk about the future of Chicago is 
not buncombe; it is but logical conclusions 
from sober facts. It is a curious sight to see 
a stranger arguing inst what he considers 
pessimistic views of a man concerning bis 
own city, but that is a sight one can meet on 
every street corner here If one 
can judge by the visitors who come 
here from other eiues the country must be 
quite aflame with enthusiasm regarding Chi- 
cago and the advantages offered here for in- 
vestment. Many of the men who have been 
holding property through years when the 
market dragged have. been letting the out- 
sider back up nis faith with works and have 
been greatly pleased at the chance offered to 
unload. Among those who have been unload- 
ing are some of the shrewdest business-men 
of the city. They certainly havea clear un- 
derstanding of the details of the. city’s 
growth. The profit or loss of these transac- 
tions will depend on whether in being a part 
of the city’s development these sellers have 
not lost sight of the broad tendencies and 
the ultimate end to which this remarkable de- 
velépment is leading.

State Street Corners. 


The sale of the Le Grand Burton property, 
which was announced in Tue TRIBUNE yes- 
terday, gives an opportunity for some inter- 
esting comparisons of values. The details of 
the transaction are not yet fully comple 
but the price of $10,000 per toot for the Lak 
street frontage is admitted by interested 
arties to be correct. The owner is in 
urope. and the negotiations have been con- 
ducted direct'y with him there, so the 
details are not fully known here yet. The 
roperty is what is known as the old City 
alllot. Itconsists of three lots fronting 
on Lake street having a trontage of 22.8 feet 
each, making the total Lake street frontage 
ot 68.4 feet, with a depth on State street of 
169.5 feet.

The Fature of the Stickney Enterprise. 


Such a wide divergence of opinion as there 
is concerning the future of the Stickney 
tract is to be found regarding no other sec- 
tion of Chicago real estate. The believers in 
the future of the Stickney enterprise have 
the strongest faithin the ultimate outcome 
of investments there, evén at present prices, 
and they appear to be backing up their faith 
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by still further purchases. On the other 


hand a great many weti-informed real estate 
men believe the whole thing to be a gigantic 
land scheme, and that the promoters are now 
really unloading under cover of appar- 
ent purchases. A former officer of the com- 
pany and also a former private secretary of 
Mr. Stickney has been industriously circu- 
lating reports the last week derogatory to 
the future of the property. It is quite possi- 
ble, of course, that while these men undoubt- 
ediy know much of the inside working of the 
Syndicate which organized the enterprise 
they may be disgruntled and their views 
colored by personal prejudice. The story, 
as it goes, is that Mr. Stickney and his 
friends made their original purchases at 
from $100 to $300 an acre, the total 
cost aggregating $64,000, $14,000 of which 
was aid in cash, and that sum, 
itis said, is all the cash outlay the scheme 
represents, while on the other side of the 
books are the profits from land sales made 
at advances of something like 500 per cent. 
The scheme to establish stock-vards there is 
declared to be wholly impracticabie, one of 
the main objections being the impossibility 
of properly draming the land. This last

-his operations simply on the 
hopes of finding some one who will pay 
him a handsome advance. While he is look- 
ing for this purchaser he naturally objects to 
parading the price that he paid buta few 
days before for the property, and so it has 
come about that the most strenuous efforts 
are used to cover up all details of many of 
the acre transactions. Deeds are held from 
record until the last possible momeat, and 
every man concerned in the deal is bound to 
the strictest secrecy. There was one acre 
sale closed during the week in which the con- 
sideration aggregated $550,000; another i 
which the price was $150,000: and there were 
scores of smaller transactions. 


Wabash Avenue Activity. 

By all odds the greatest activity in inside 
property is just naw on Wabash avenue be- 
tween Twelfth and Twentieth streets. The 
ball was set rolling by Walter H. Wilson’s 
extensive purchases for Charles L. Wil- 
loughby a short time ago. Last week Mr. 
Wilson purchased for D. E. Corneau a list of 
Wabash avenue frontage that was second 
only to Mr. Willoughby’s purchase. All this 
has stirred up a good many other buyers, 
and it looks as if about the whole atreet 
between Twelfth and Twentieth is to 
change hauds. Further sales that were 
placed under contract yesterday or practi- 
cally closed include Nos. 1336 and 1338, fifty 
feet gc bought by 1. W. Cole, who paid 
$50,000; No. 1421, twenty-five feet, bought by 
J. M. Williams tor $21,000; No. 1414, thirty- 
seven and one-half feet, which sold for $32,- 
000; Nos. 1841 and 1843, fifty feet, bought by 
C. D. Hank for $40,000, and Nos. 1906 and 
19u8, . feet, which sold for 
$35,000. Wilioughby purchase com- 
prised a fron of nearly 700 feet 
prineipally in the blocks between Sixteenth 
and Eighteenth streets. The price ranged 
from to $1,000 per foot, with an average 
of about $800. The Corneau purchase last 
week, the details of which have been printed 
in Taz TriBune, included eight lots, having 
a frontage of 175 feet, for a total considera- 
tion of 5183, 000, an average of a little over 
$1,000 a foot. This indicates the rapid rate 
of advance in the owners ideas of values 
which has péen made since these operations 
began. ' 

The Progress Toward Rapid Transit. 

The most notable news of the week affect- 
ing values in any locality was r- 
haps the announcement made in 
TRIBUNE of arrangements by the Alley 
L road to extend its hne to South 
Chicago over the right of way of the 
Baltimore and Ohio road, which is about to 
be abandoned between Parkside and South 
Chicago. The Baltimore end Ohio road 
has just made arrangements to come 
into the cit over the tracks of 
the Wisconsin Central, using the Stickney 
right of way from South Chicago to a point 
of intersection with the Wisconsin Central 
tracks. This leaves the Baltimore and Onio 
road bed from South Chicago to Parkside un- 
used, and it is over this right of way that the 
Alley L“ road will extend its line, if it can 
secure the franchise. This opens up a great 
deal of new territory, which has needed but 
the one facility of rapid transit to piace it 
among the choicest sections of the city. 

Another rapid transit scheme that came to 
light during the week was the application of 
tne Chicago Arcade Rapid Transit company 
for aa ordinance from the city. Some time 
ago acompany in which Joseph R. Putnam 
was the moving spirit, and Owen F. Aidis, and 
W. K. Nixon members, undertook the build- 
ing of an underground arcade road on Monroe 
street, from Michigan avenue west to 
the city limits. The consent of 
a large majority of the property-owners 
of each mile on the route was obtain- 
ed, but the company lacked an ordinance and 
was not disposed to toilow the usual methods 
of obtaining one from the City Council. A 
few days ago these gentiemen were ap- 
proached regarding the sale of their interest 
in the scheme, which included little more 
than the consent of the property owners, 
and the result was a transfer to new partics. 
Just whom the buyers represent the sellers 
themselves do not know, but as trey. gave a 
rouad sum it would indicate that they mean 
business,

‘The tenth season of summer night concerts | 


by the Thomas orchestra began Monday even- 
ing at the Exposition Building. The orches- 
tra numbers between fifty and sixty players 
from New York, constituting the regular 
Thomas orchestra. Last season tne orches- 
tra was composed of the best of Mr. Thomas’ 
men, supplemented by a number of the best 
local players, but this year only his owa men 
take part in tne concerts. Naturally, as they 
have played together for so long under his 
baton, they snow a unity in tneir work 
which would scarcely be attainable by a 
mixed body of players, however able indi- 
vidually. The Thomas summer night con- 
certs have become a recognized feature of 
the summer in Chicago, and they not only 
attract the local public but also draw many 
musicians and music lovers from neighbor- 
ing cities. The attendance of the week is in 
itself a sufficient evidence of the popularity 
of the entertainments. 

Heretofore Tuesday evening of each 
week has been known as ‘“ composers’ 
night,“ the majority of the selections hav- 
ing deen chosen from the writings of a single 
composer. This year Mr. Thomas has de- 
vised a plan whereby the Tuesday evening 
programs may be made still more interesting 
gad of great value from an educational point 
ot view. His intention is to present a series 
af historical programs indicative of the rise 
and progress of instrumental music, but. 
more especially with reference to the 
symphony in its origin and progress up to 
present time. 

The program for next Tuesday evening will 
be devoted to the classic veriod and will in- 
clude the suite (No. 3) in D major by Johann 
Sebastian Bach, a symphony in the same key 


ch; Haydn’s symphony in G major; selec- 
ns from *Giick’s Orpheus; Mozart’s 
overture to the “ Magic Flute, and the va- 
riations from his Divertissement No. 1, with 
Beethoven's symphony No. 5 in C minor. 
The Glück numbers of course cut no

Carl Philipp Emanuel Bach, the third son | 


6f-the great Johann Sebastian Bach, and a 
musician of rare gifts, though he has been 
ra her overshadowed by the fame of his 
father, is worthy of a piace beside him on 
account of the uniformly excellent character 
of his writings, and the influence which he 
exerted upon the art which heloved. His 
pianoforte compositions are of great impor- 
tance in the history of music. He is some- 
times spoken of as the inventor of the sonata 
form, but erroneously, as he was not the 
Originator of the form, though he devel- 
it to some extent ana placed 
before the musical public of his age in 
What was at least an attractive, if not en- 
tirely original, light. He wrote his first sym- 
phony about 1741, and composed others at in- 
tervals until 1776, in which year he wrote 
four, making eighteen in all. Oneof these 
four is the one in D major, which Mr. Thomas 
Will play Tuesday night. It is in three_move- 
ments, the styie of which distinguishes 
wem from those of the suite, and 
the general design of the work shows cieariy 
that it is related to the modern symphony 
rather than to the old suite. It is scored 
for two horns, two flutes, two oooi, Fagott, 
violins, viola, violoncello, cembalo, and viol- 
Ong, and was dedicated to Frederick William, 
Prioce of Prussia. The original maeuscript 
of the composer is now in the Royal Library 
at Berlin. It was produced at the Leipzig 
Gewandhaus in 1860 under direcuon 
of Carl Reinecke, aud it met with such 
favor that it was repeated shortly 
after. The four symphonies were published 
by Swickert in 1780. One ot the still earlier 
symphonies (in E minor) was published in 
1759 at Nuremberg, but the others remained 
unpublished, at least as late as 1860. The 
composer’s works, as faras known, inciude 
piano composituons, piano concertos ‘with 
orchestra, trios, sonatinas for one or two 
pianos with orchestral accompaniment, and 
Many vocal works of various dimensions, 
etc. 
Johann Carl Stamitz (born in 1719) is 
gnother composer, who aided in the 
Sstablisnment of. the syaiphony’ form. 
Une of his -symphonies—that in D, 
the date of which i uncertain— 
is in four movements—an allegro. andante, 
menuet with trio, and presto, which of course 
comes still nearer to the modern form in re- 
spect to its movements. The Bach sym- 
phony, which is also in D, hss but three 
movements—an allegro in D major, largo in 
K flat, and 2 in D major. As Stamitz 
died in 1761 bis symphonies, of which he 
wrote seventeen or more, must have been 
written at least fifteen years before the Bach 
symphony under consideration. 
Haydn wrote his first symphony in 1759, 
but nis most important works in this 


class of writing were not produced. 


until 1790, so, as Emanuel Bach’s most 
important symphonies were produced in 1776, 
he having begun to write symphonies in 1741, 
when Haydn was a mere boy, it iseasy to see 
where some of the credit belongs which is 
now generally assigned to Hadyn. 

As to the key relationship of the different 
movements of his symphony Bach appears to 
have beeu rather indifferent, and his method 
of writime appears to have been 
to to

“HAMLET” IN HOT WEATHER, 


A Babject Which Is Being Written About 
During the Summer Solstice. 

It is mere midsummer madness to discuss 
at this season the sanity of Hamlet, yet this 
is what the veteran James E. Murdoch does 
in the Current Forum. With the naiveté of 
an actor when he takes up the pen Mr. 
Murdoch repeats arguments for the prince’s 
sanity which bave been used a hundred 
times. There is ingenuity, however, in the 


following paragraph: 

To make Hamlet mad would be to violate a 
dramatic law that Shakspeare himself created 
and most carefully observes through all his 
plays, viz.: contrast in character. Poor Tom's 
deceit is the foil to Lear's madness; so, converse- 
ly, Ophelia’s madness is the foil to Hamlet's 
feigning. Ophelia is mad in fact, Hamlet but 
in craft; and to make the madness of both a real- 
ity would be to duplicate types, a fault the 
genius of the great dramatist could not allow 
him to commit. Melancholy, indeed, he is, but 
not mad, noris hethought so by any about him. 
He is on one of the approaches to the insane 
state, but no farther on e way than is neces- 
sary to give color to the change when made, and 
not far enough for the king to connect it with his 
father’s death. 

Mr. Martin W. Cooke, a New York lawyer, 
is out in à book eatitled “ rue Human Mys- 
tery in Hamlet.“ After reviewing all the 
ridiculous theories about Hamlet down to 
the one which would have him a woman 
masquerading in male attire Mr. Cooke con- 
tributes his section of mist to the general 
cloudiness: 

The play isa mirror held up to nature. What 
is the reflected image? It is that of the interior 
spiritual life of man in his earthly environ- 
ment. The mirror shows the present- 
ment of that struggle which is common to 
the raee among the forces within the mind. 
Hamlet is made to exhibit mental agitation, 
the purpose or end of which is to show neither 
madness nor the struggies ofthe hero with the 
palpable obstacles to his action, but rather the 
conflict between his will-and his passions, and 
thereby to illustrate that contention which is the 
life of man in this world, is universal and ever 
active, which ns with his birth and ends only 
with his death. It is a spiritual tragedy of hu- 
manity—the strite between tne highest forces of 
the being anc the lower. The forces in conflict 
are shown as under law, however, and the final 
baue ot tht being and the struggles is not in 
this world. 

Ali of which (except the last sentence, 
which is incomprehensible) is true enough 
and commonplace enough. 


Writing Plays to Order. 

It seems that in reviewing the perform- 
ances of the Daly company in London, says 
the Mirror, many of the dramatic critics laid 
stress on the fact that as the American players 
had acted so long and so much together they 
had attained as a result of that advantage 
an individual and personal excellence. This 
conclusion induced the Whitehall Review to 
write to several leading managers and au- 
thors, asking them, as experts, whether in 
their opinion the characters in a play should 
be created to ut and develop the capa- 
bilities and personalities of particular play- 
ers, or whether the author shoula be left un- 
trammeled and his play cast on its compie- 
tion. These queries also included the. point 
as to whether a manager should endeavor to 
permanently retain the services of his com- 


pany. 

The answers were varied, but on the whole 
the London oracles were opposed to redu- 
os a playwright to the level of a weatrical 


or. 
Charles Wyndham writes that during his 
twelve years’ management at the Criterion 
Theater he has not produced a single play in 
which the characters were created to meet 
the personal peculiarities and capabilities of 
certain actors and actresses. He says that it 
goes without saying thata company acting 
together ter year has more finish in 
its work than one composed of heterogeneous 
elements. 
The July number of the London Fortnighily 
contains an article by Henry Arthur 
Jones on the actor-management question. 
Mr. Jones says that, as far as hejs personally 
concerned, he has abandoned the plan of 
writing for any particuiar actor or any par- 
ticular company. This means that Mr. Jones 
has reached a stage in his career where he 
can afford the luxury of independence.

THE NEW sr. LOUIS CABLE, 


Work Delayed by Strikers—Quicksands st 
the Power House. 

St. Louis Republic, July 5: After about two 
months of work Messrs. Wright and Meysen- 
burg, the contractors who are doing the 
work on the new Broadway cable line, have 
completed seven miles of double track. This 
is about one-half the length of the line. The 
completed doubie track on the south end is 
from Cherokee to Keokuk streets, ana on 
the north end from Biddle to Balis- 
bury streets. From 600 to 800 men 
are employed,. being divided into two 
gangs, one at the north and one at the south 
end of the line. Numerous and vexatious 
delays have hindered the steady progress of 
the work. Strange to say, in the short space 
of two months there have been from ten to 
twelve strikes of greater or less import, and 
these, together with the prostration from 
overheat during the severe Warm weather of 
June, have been the principal causes. As 
many as 300 men have quit workin one day, 
overcome by the heat, and seidom 
less than 150 men were daily obliged to 
cease their labor or suffer sunstroke. 
The average day’s work will complete 
from 1,200 to 1,500 feet of single track, or 
about a quarter of a mile, when the entire 
furce is at work and no interruptions occur. 
The work of removing the city water mains 
from the street centers entails extra labor, as 
they have to be placed to the side of the 
street line to make room for tne double track 
cable conduits. The two large and costly 
power-houses necessary for the working of 
the two divisions of tne line are being pushed 
forward to completion as rapidly as possible. 
The foundation work, really the most impor- 
tant part, is well along. A bea of quicksand 
under the north power-house compelled the 
driving of a large number of piles, and two 
weeks’ time was in a measure lost before this 
difficulty was overcome. Sept. 1 next, it is 
expected will, unforseen delays and obstacles 
excepted, see the completion of the road. 
Ine work on the center branch through the 
business heart of the city will begin about 
Aug. 1, and will be pushed forward night 
and day until finished. 

When completed, St. Louis will have an- 
other first-class, finely-built, ana speedy 
cable line (from twelve to fifteen miles an 
hour) connecting its two extreme northern 
and southern sections for business and resi- 
dence purposes. A ride of fifteen miles over 
one line of cable will enable one to siightly 
comprehend the vastness of the city and its 
great river frontage, and also show the at- 
tractive, ever busy, and expanding manu- 
facturing and business sections of a great 
and growing city.

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The Latest Opened—The Croydon Gold- 
_ * * IMeld—Great Outpat, 

The latest opened of the numerous goid- 
fields of Australia is situated at the base of 
the York Peninsula, in Northern Queensland, 
and is distant 120 miles from the nearest sea- 
port, Normanton. The gold-bearing quartz 
reefs extend over an area of country some 
fifteen miles by six; and the claims ‘hitherto 
worked have many of them proved excep- 
tionally rich, the average return of gold to 
the ton of quartz being little snort of two 
ounces, 

This field was first discovered by two 
brothers named Aldridge, who were engaged 
in putting up some fencing on a cattle station 
in the neighborhood. The first stone dw agro 
had to be carted over by bullock teams to 
Georgetown, a ditance of upwards of 100 
miles. One hundred tons were taken over 
in various lots and gave a return of 1,800 
ounces of gold. Within a few months a 
population of 6,000 or 7,000 men were gathered 
together, busy developing the numerons 
reefs that were to be found cropping out 
above the surface in all directions. The

But no writer or any one else can take in the 
panorama of this isthmus and its lakes without 
quickened pulsations. 

One doesn’t know whether to regret that such 
a spot should have been chosen for a State Cap- 
Hal or not. If the political wrangle is as boister- 
ous and stormy bere as it isin some other places. 
it isa shame to taint such an atmosphere and 
such scenery. On the other hand it may be said 
that the placid beauty of the place may soften 
asperities and make men better, 

Standing on the dome of the State-House 
there came some pleasant thoughts to accompa 
By the vision in its journey. 
Greeley in 1855, and these pictures He looked 
upon—for some of them have not changed since 
thaj hour—and here he sat and wrote about what 
pleased him, so that the old philosopher indulged 
ina bit. of word painting himself He proba- 
bly would have marked it out of the copy of any 
of his suborainates. e 

Here, later, Prince Napoleon in a hurried 
journey toward the setimg sun tarried and 
looked out on Lake Monona—which is Indian for 
fairy—and gabbied about the beauty in me 
most excellent and fervent French. 

The daughter of Victor Emmanuel was called 
from her sleeping apartment ip a coach to look 
upon these scenes, and, itis said, though for the 
life of the writer he cannot verify the tradition, 
here she insisted upon looking while her maid ar- 
raoged her toilet. 

Thither came one of the Presidents of the 
United States with his bride when they were 
in tne noon cf their honeymoon. Here they 


‘rested for three days after a journey across the 


country, and from the window of a mansion the 
young wife’saw her husband as he crossed Lake 
Menaota, turned the point of an island, and dis- 
appeared to acamp where the fishing had been 
prearranged, and from the tree-tops she saw the 
blue smoke of the campers mingling with the 
purple tints of a sunset sky. 

Here Bayard Taylor, of whom some silly 
Znglisnman said that he had traveled more 
and seen less that any man he ever met, lingered 
and went away saying he went before he was 
ready. 

During hie Administration President Hayes 
came here with his excellent wife and they 
looked upon these beauties and were partici- 
pants of the hospitality which is proverbially 
bounteous. 


How It Came to Be the State Capital. 

This is one of the towns that was laid outin 
advance. Before any architrave bad been hewn 
thither came a white man with a scheme. His 
mame is Doty. He was one of the Territorial 
Judges. He was what now would be called a 


doomer. He and Gov. Mason of Michigan owned 


more than a thousand acres of this land. His- 
tory doesn’t mention how they got it. History 
is often silent. These two men platted Madison. 

They meant when they did it that it shouid be 
the Capital of the Territory and of the State 
when the time came. That was in November, 


The Territorial Legislature was in session over 
at Belmont. It requires a microscope and sever- 
al oid settlers to find Belmont now, Judge Doty 
paid the Legislature a visit. Before the Legis- 
fature adjourned, so potent were his arguments, 
at was decided that Madison was to be the Cap- 
ital of Wisconsin. It was the Capital before a 
piece of sod had been been turned or a nail 
Griven, In May, 1837, the first house was built 
by Evan Peck, whose wife and son still live here. 
H. C. Dodge was Territorial Governor—the first 
One. 

June 10, 1837, Col. Bird came here from Mil 
Waukee with a gang of men to com- 
mence work on the State-House. Of 
that gang of men all are dead but one 
Darwin Clark. He is still laving. He got here 
for dinner. And,“ says the town historian 
who gave this bit of ancient history. I got here 
for supper the same day—in 1837. I bad walked 
here from Janesviile. And because I got here in 
the aiternoon they call me the carpet-bagger of 
that first lot.“ 

And Gen. Simeon Mills, 80 years of age, with 
few wrinkles in his face and his eyebrows black, 
laughea as he told this story, and climbed an iron 
Stairway from the ground floor of the Capitol to 
the top, and didn't puff half so loudly as the man 
Who accompanied him and who isa’t half as old. 


Milwaukee Begins to Fight It. 

“Milwaukee was putting on airs in those 
days.” said Gen. Mills. “It was quite a town. 
While the State-House was building the Legis- 
Jatures met temporarily m Burlington. 
The first meeting of the Loegisla- 
ture in Madison was in 1838 The rooms 
ofthe State-House were finished. The Gover- 
nor's mansion was in the skies. Doage was still 
Governor, and while we are talking about him 
‘we may as well say he was one of our first 
United States Senators and Isasc Walker was 
the second. Walker lived in Milwaukee. 

At tne first session of the Legislature in Madi- 
gon, Milwaukee swooped down upon it with a 
lobby and made its first attempt to get the State 
Capital removed there. It was a bitter contest. 
Milwaukee came within one vote in the House 
of accomplishing what it wanted, and Milwaukee 
has been trying the same game for thirty years. 
This town would have been bigger than it is if 
Milwaukee had minded its own business. But 
the camel will get through the eye of tne needle 
and come back again before the Capital will ever 
be moved from Madison.” 


Some Old-Timers 
Gen. Simeon Mills’ old law office u the same 
that it has been for long years. It is a:one-story 
frame building with a portico in front, supported 
by huge Corinthian columns. It is a museum of 
musty legal documents and portraits. The law 
office is in front and the consultmg- room in the 


rear. 
Gen. Mills bas his commission as Justice of 


the Peace signed by Gov. Dodge, date 1837. The 


first entry in the ’Squire’s book is a record of 
two marriages. Two Frenchmen were joined in 
‘wedlock to two squaws. 

Evan Peck, who built the first house, was the first 
tavernkeeper, and a picture of the cabin is in the 
State Historical Society's collection. Mr. Peck’s 
widow is living here with her son, who, having 
inherited some of the Boniface ideas of his 
father, is feeding travelers at one of the passen- 
ger depots. 

The old, old crowd, of whom Gen. Mills, George 
Delapiane, and Mrs. Peck are the survivors, 
have been catalogued and pictured and praised 
in the usual dollar a line fashion by the compiler 
of the “History of Dane County.” Without 
questioning any of the virtues ascribed to them 
it is sufficient to copy the names for the young 
gen on of Madison, who are to be forgiven 
for not reading up the Dane County eulogies:

N Three Divisions of Society. . 

Would you believe it—that in a city of 16,000 
people there are three societies, each making as 
good claim as the other that it is the regular, 
foreordained, predestined, gilt-edged, all-wool- 
and-@yard-wide society? 

One society sits on the west ridge and looks 
into the waters of Lake Monona. This ridge 
away back was called Aristocratic Hill. The 
man who lives on the Monona side will twist up 
his nose and say that he doesn’t know why, and 
University Hill says hal ha!” 

No matter. On Aristocratic Hill is the Gov- 
ernor's mansion. And just over the hedge is the 
home of Col. W. F. Vilas, Mr. Cleveland’s first 
Postmaster-Generual and later his Secretary of 
the Interior. It was in this mansion that Presi- 
dentand Mrs. Cleveland were housed during 
their stay here. 

Here is E. M. Faller’s home. He is a young 
man; not yet 40. He is the Croesus not only of 
the Hill but of the city, and likewise he is the 
owner of the opera-house; and Mrs. Fuller, who 
is not unknown in Chicago, is the leader of the 
ten of the Hill, if not the town. 

Mr. Fred Brown is so fixed on the Hill that he 
can go fishin’ whenever ne likes. : 

Here lives J. C. Gregory, lawyer, father of S. 
S. Gregory of the Chicago bar. Mr. Gregory Sr. 
was Mr. Cleveland’s choice for Postmaster of 
Madison, with the consent of Col. Vilas. Mr. 
Gregory's younger son, C. N., a young bachelor, 
is the beau ideal of Aristocratic Hill. He has 
the Uasb necessary to sustain this reputation. 

W. H. Fitch’s home is one that is away up in 
the social list. And so with the families of E. 
A. McCurdy, E. A. Proudfit, and J. H. Knight. 
The latter is Mr. Vilas’ law partner. 

The Mayor of the city is R. M. Bashford. He 
married into the Fuller family. His home is one 
of the favorite ones on the Hill. Bashiord is a 
Democrat. 

Judge Cassoday of the Supreme bench of the 
State, Judge Orsamus Cole, also of the Supreme 
bench, and Judge William Penn Lyon, also of 
the same body, live on the Hill. W. H. Jacobs, 
son-in-law to Judge Cassoday, George L. Storer, 
Gen. E. E. Bryant, dean of the law faculty (and 
Assistant Attorney-General of the Postal De- 
partment under Col. Vilas), are some of the peo- 
ple who are known in the rustle of 
silk and satin and the wit of Aristo- 
cratic Hill. The daughters of J. M. 
Thorpe are brilliants in this social setting. Miss 
Nellie Vilas, a Washington débutante, and Miss 
Caroline Fitch are friends, and the two, with 
Miss Ida M. Johnson, are leaders of the young 
society that es Aristocratic Hill exclusive.

The soci hich flocks alone on University 
Hill is ionable, wealthy, pretty, and learned. 

There lives Judge Bunn, of the United States 
District Court, who entertains Judge Harlan and 
Judge Gresham. C. M. Morris, a younger man, 
is an authority in this coterie. L. M. Hanks, 
son of the President of the State Bank, is named 
as the Lycurgus of social ethics in this crowd. 
Prof. Parkinson's two sons, James B. Kerr, also 
the son of a professor; J. E. Moseley, C. M.
